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HIS FIRST ADVENT 


N beginning this series of sermons on “The 
Second Coming of Christ,’ I desire to estab- 

lish beyond any doubt your belief in the prophecies 
concerning the coming of Christ—both advents. 
There is no fact in history more perfectly estab- 
lished than the fact of the first advent of Jesus 
Christ. You know that. You believe it. But, I 
desire you to know it from the standpoint of the 
credibility of the prophecies concerning His first 
coming. 

For me to talk to you about His first advent, two 
thousand years after His death, may seem super- 
fluous. But, I am carrying you tonight back four 
thousand years before His advent, and talking to 
you concerning the prophecies of His first advent. 


The purpose is this: If I can show you that every 
step prior to His coming, and every step since His 
coming was prophesied, and that He fulfilled every 
prophecy, then, when I come to talk to you about 
the same prophets prophesying His second advent, 
you will be without excuse, and compelled to be- 
lieve in the second advent of Jesus. If the prophets 
told the truth in the first instance, of course, they 
are telling it in the second instance. If they knew 
all about His first advent and were able to foretell 
it, the same supernatural power and Person that 
revealed to them the knowledge of His first advent 
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certainly revealed to them the knowledge of His 
second coming. The inspiration is from the same 
source, the Holy Spirit, imparted to the same writ- 
er, written in the same book, about the same Per- 
son. You will be compelled to believe it if you 
follow that process of reasoning. 


There are two general divisions of the prophecies 
of the coming of Christ. The first division speaks 
of the rejection and the sufferings of Christ. The 
prophet begins to talk about Jesus, His Coming, 
His rejection, His sufferings, His crucifixion. That 
is one division. The second division tells about 
His earthly appearance in glory and in power. That 
is future. That is what I am going to discuss in 
my next sermon. 


I want to talk to you tonight about the first divi- 
sion—the prophecy concerning Jesus Christ’s com- 
ing, His rejection, His suffering, His crucifixion— 
His death. 


Now, where are we going to begin? Way back 
in the council of the Holy Trinity, all this about 
which I am going to speak was prophesied, and it 
was prophesied just exactly as it occurred, and oc- 
curred just as it is recorded. God had a definite 
purpose, and, He worked out that purpose. Let us 
see: 


The first prophecy concerning the coming, the 
rejection, the suffering and the crucifixion of Christ 
is found in Genesis 3:15. But, you say, “I thought 
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Genesis was an historical book.” It does record his- 
tory, but it records also this supernatural prophecy. 


“T will put enmity between thee and the woman, and be- 
tween thy seed and her seed; it shall bruise thy head, and thou 
shalt bruise His heel.” 


That is the first promise and the first prophecy 
of the coming of the Saviour, made long before He 
came, long before the world knew anything about 
His coming. It accurately foretold that Christ would 
come, and that His coming would establish an ever- 
lasting enmity between God and Satan, and that 
Christ should triumph, and out of that enmity, 
through the victory of Christ, should come the Sa- 
viour and the salvation. 


The manner of His coming is prophesied in Isaiah 
7:14. There are many people who say, “Oh, yes, 
Jesus was born as a man, and the story of His be- 
ing born of a virgin has been concocted since.” 
No, it was definitely prophesied: 

“Therefore the Lord Himself shall give you a sign; Behold, 


a virgin shall conceive, and bear a son, and shall call his name 
Immanuel.” 


Born of a virgin! Conceived by the Holy Ghost! 
Eternal Saviour of the world! Where? 
Micah tells in 5:1, 2, 


“Now gather thyself in troops, O daughter of troops: he 
hath laid siege against us: they shall smite the judge of Israel 
with a rod upon the cheek.” 

“But thou, Bethlehem “Ephratah, though thou be little 
among the thousands of Judah, yet out of thee shall He come 
forth unto Me that is to be ruler in Israel; whose goings forth 
have been from of old, from everlasting.” 
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Born of a virgin. Born in Bethlehem. It was ac- 
curately foretold, was it not? 
But, let us see what occurred: 


Jeremiah 31:15—“Thus saith the Lord: A voice was heard 
in Ramah, lamentation, and bitter weeping; Rachel weeping 
for her children refused to be comforted for her children, be- 
cause they were not.” 


Was not the slaughter of the children, the effort to 
kill Him, prophesied? 
He came out of where? 


Hosea 11:1—“When Israel was a child, then I loved him, 
and called My Son out of Egypt.” 


Did He not go down into Egypt? Was He not 
called out? Was He not brought back? This was 
hundreds and hundreds of years before. You know 
it from an historical standpoint. But, it was herein 
foretold by men inspired by God, by the Holy 
Ghost, to write accurately the most minute details 
of the coming of the Son of God. 

Was He not anointed by the Spirit? 


Isaiah 11:2—“And the Spirit of the Lord shall rest upon 
Him, the Spirit of wisdom and understanding, the spirit of 
counsel and might, the spirit of knowledge and of the fear of 
the Lord.” 


Who anointed Jesus? Was He not anointed at 
His baptism, by the Third Person of the Trinity? 
Didn’t He enter Jerusalem? 


Zechariah 9:9—“Rejoice greatly, O daughter of Zion; shout, 
O daughter of Jerusalem: He is just, and having salvation ; 
lowly, and riding upon an ass, and upon a colt the foal of an 
ass. 


Did Jesus Christ ride upon that colt by accident? 
Was it hitched by accident? Oh, no. Decreed. 
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Prophesied. Jesus, when He came, rode upon the 
colt of an ass into Jerusalem. It was foretold hun- 
dreds of years before it occurred. 

Was He not betrayed by a friend? 


Psalm 41:9—“Yea, Mine own familiar friend, in whom I 
trusted, which did eat of My bread, hath lifted up his heel 
against Me.” 


Who sat at the table with Him? Who was in 
His cabinet? Who betrayed Him? Some super- 
ficial person will say that Psalm is not a Messianic 
Psalm. I am just stating what the Scriptures state, 
and I believe the Scriptures. 


Psalm 55:12-14—“For it was not an enemy that reproached 
Me; then I could have borne it: neither was it he that hated 
Me that did magnify himself against Me; then I would have 
hid Myself from him. 

“But it was thou, a man Mine equal, My guide, and Mine ac- 
quaintance. 

“We took sweet counsel together and walked unto the House 
of God in company.” 


My friends, the crucifixion of Jesus Christ is in- 
describable to me. I will never be able to describe 
it. Every time I think about it I grow weaker in 
my effort to comprehend and describe it, but, I 
want to say to you, the treachery of Judas, seated 
at the table with Christ, accompanying Him, as 
this Psalm said, in and out of the House of God, in 
close fellowship with Him, is even more difficult to 
describe. Did Judas accidentally do it? No. It 
was foretold step by step. 

These prophets are talking about the a 
suffering Jesus. His disciples forsook Him. 

Zechariah 13:7—“Awake, O sword, against My Shepherd, 
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and against the Man that is My fellow, saith the Lord of 
Hosts: smite the Shepherd, and the sheep shall be scattered: 
and I will turn Mine hand upon the little ones.” 

Did you ever hear a more accurate description? 
When they came with their staves and swords, eve- 
ry one of the disciples forsook Him. 

Is it not true that He was sold for thirty pieces 
of silver? 


Zechariah 11:12,13—“And I said unto them, If ye think 
good, give me my price; and if not, forbear. So they weighed 
for My price thirty pieces of silver. 

“And the Lord said unto me, Cast it unto the potter; a 
goodly price that I was prized at of them. And I took the 
thirty pieces of silver, and cast them to the potter in the 
House of the Lord.” 


It was foretold that He would be sold, the 
amount that would be paid, and even the coin and 
denomination. 

Did they not spit on Him and scourge Him? 


Isaiah 50:6—“I gave My back to the smiters, and My cheeks 
to them that plucked off the hair; I hid not My face from 
shame and spitting.” 


Is it not true that not a bone of Him was broken? 


Exodus 12:46—“In one house shall it be eaten; thou shalt 
not carry forth aught of the flesh abroad out of the house; 
neither shall ye break a bone thereof.” ; 

Psalm 34:20—“He keepeth all His bones: not one of them 
is broken.” 


Did they not give Him gall and vinegar? 
Psalm 69:21—“They gave Me also gall for My meat; and 
in My thirst they gave Me vinegar to drink.” 
Is it not true that His hands and His feet were 
pierced? 
Psalm 22:16, 18—“For dogs have compassed Me: the assem- 


bly of the wicked have inclosed Me: they pierced My hands 
and My feet. 
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“They part My garments among them, and cast lots upon My 
vesture.”’ 


I have read you enough, haven’t I? I read you 
from the fifty-third chapter of Isaiah, Isn’t that 
enough? | 
Jesus stood among His disciples and said, “The 
foxes have holes, and the birds of the air have 
nests; but the Son of Man hath not where to lay 
His head” (Matt. 8:20). 

Is it not true that He was scourged and beaten, 
His back lacerated, and that His stripes poured 
forth blood? 

Is it not all true, from the fifteenth verse of the 
third chapter of Genesis until you reach the elev- 
enth verse of the second chapter of Luke, where the 
angel says, “Behold, I bring you good tidings of 
great joy, which shall be to all people. For unto 
you is born this day in the city of David a Saviour, 
which is Christ the Lord’? 


I have given you enough of the prophecies to 
make it absolutely impossible for you to deny their 
credibility. The historical facts are, that Jesus 
Christ was born in Bethlehem on that morning 
mentioned. He was conceived by the Holy Ghost. 
He was born of a virgin. He grew to boyhood; He 
was dedicated ; He entered the school of the proph- 
ets; He learned; He grew in stature; He was in- 
ducted into the ministry; He began preaching; He 
went about the world doing good; He was perse- 
cuted; He was rejected; He was forsaken; He was 
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denied; He was arrested; He was tried; He was 
scourged; He was made to bear His cross; He was 
taken to Golgotha; He was nailed to the cross; He 
hung upon it; He died; He was buried; He arose! 

In Acts 1:11 it is said, “The same Jesus, which is 
taken up from you into heaven, shall so come in 
like manner as ye have seen Him go into heaven.” 


It seems to me that intelligent people should put 
entirely out of their association men who deny the 
credibility of the Bible. Certainly, Christians ought 
to refuse to recognize as co-workers men who deny 
the infallibility of the Scriptures. You do not hear 
men deny the credibility of profane history, do you? 
Then why do they want to deny the infallibility of 
the Scriptures? 


If the Bible was written (and it was) to reveal 
the will of God, the plan of God, the plan of salva- 
tion—and it all revolves around the coming of 
Christ—then what are you going to do when I hold 
it up to you next Sunday night and say, “These 
same writers, these same chapters, these same 
prophecies unfold also the second coming of 
Christ”? » | 

You say, “I don’t believe the necessity for the 
second coming.” Then you don’t believe the ne- 
cessity for the first coming. You say you don’t be- 
lieve the second coming is a necessary part of sal- 
vation. Then you do not believe the first one was. 
You cannot deny the absolute necessity for the sec- 
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ond coming, unless you absolutely deny the neces- 
sity for the first coming. 

It grieves me to tell you that there are men in-the 
pulpit today who do not know their Bibles, who 
do not know the whole plan of the Bible as it is laid 
out, and who reject the second coming of Christ. 

I heard recently of a minister saying that there is 
a “great deal of rubbish taught about the second 
coming of Christ, as if Christ were not already 
here.” Oh, what profound confusion, (if I may use 
such a paraphrase,) that statement shows. Had he 
known his Bible, he would have said this: ‘‘When 
Jesus ascended and took His seat at the right hand 
of God, He promised to dwell in us, in our regen- 
erated hearts’”—and that is a fact. But, it has ab- 
solutely nothing to do with His visible, tangible, 
real, corporeal presence when He comes the second 
time to gather His children unto Himself. That is 
an entirely different subject. No man, who knows 
his Bible, would be a fool enough to confuse those 
two statements. No man who has any conscience 
for the integrity of his Biblical utterances would 
confuse so profound a doctrine. My friends, I have 
made an honest confession, and stated that such is 
true of some of us who are in the pulpit, but, I 
want also to say that there is found in the pew to- 
day an alarming ignorance of the Bible. You are 
not studying the Bible as you ought. You are not 
working at the business of understanding the Bible 
as you ought. You are not trying to master the 
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Bible. You are reading a verse today, another to- 
morrow, a chapter next week and another next 
month. That is wrong. Master a book before you 
leave it. Comprehend the teaching of that book be- 
fore you get away from it. It may take weeks or 
months, or a whole year before you understand it. 

Let me sum up the prophecies and carry you up 
to the points where I shall begin my next sermon: 
The great God of this universe, in His omnipotent 
and sovereign power, created the universe and all 
of its divisions, worlds and spheres—flung them in- 
to space, power and motion. And, back in the coun- 
cil that decided this program of creation, was de- 
cided the program of incarnation, and in due course 
of time Jesus Christ came. Why? Not because I 
had sinned, primarily, but because God, primarily is 
love. Because of the Holiness of God. Because 
God loved me. He loved me with a love that could 
not be contained. It had to be expressed in a sac- 
rifice. He prophesied, through His inspired writ- 
ers, that His love would be thus expressed; that 
because of my sins I would reject His gift, and, 
when I rejected His gift, I would then heap upon 
that object my hatred, and enmity, and persecution, 
but the hatred would not endure, and the love 
would last and endure all things. And one morn- 
ing I heard the angels sing the sweetest note on 
earth, brought forth from the heavenly choir, 
“Goodwill, Goodwill, Goodwill, Peace.” 

Genesis 3:15 says that there will be enmity, and 
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I knew I hated God; that I was fighting Him. But 
God said, “I have no enmity, no hatred, no malice 
toward you.” And the angels sang of God’s Good- 
will, and Peace, and Love, and said: “Go, and you 
will find Him wrapped in swaddling clothes, born 
of a virgin, conceived in the womb of purity by the 
power of Almighty God, delivered by Almighty 
God, coming in the form of man that you may be 
by Him liberated from the earthly form and lifted 
into the spiritual form. And I looked at the little 
babe, and ran back over the prophecies, and saw 
everything that had happened stated. And He came 
to me in boyhood and manhood and offered me His 
love, and I spat in His face. He offered me His 
Father’s love, and I struck Him. He offered to die 
for me that I might love His Father, and I had 
Him arrested. He said, “I am tired and thirsty,” 
and I gave Him an opiate and vinegar. I gave Him 
hatred and malice. Then I said, “I will finish the 
job,” and I drove through His hands and His feet 
the nails of my hatred and malice, and He said, 
“Father, forgive them; they comprehend not what 
they do. Forgive them. I will come under the 
power of death and submit to the dominion of the 
grave that they may rise triumphant over sin, and 
at last be with Me forever and ever.” And I picked 
up the precious Book, and saw every step that I 
have just recited had been unfolded. My rejected, 
suffering, crucified Saviour! And then I clasped 
Him to my breast, and the Holy Spirit regenerated 
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my soul with His Blood and with His hands bap- 
tized me into His Body. He is mine. I shall be 
with Him after a while, to live with Him forever 
and ever. This is all told in the Scriptures. Be- 
lievest thou? ? Believe and thou art saved. 


THE PROPHECIES CONCERNING 
HIS SECOND COMING 


N last Sunday evening I tried to present to 

you the prophecies concerning His first ad- 
vent. They were presented in order that you 
might, from a Scriptural standpoint, trace every 
step prior to and since the first advent of Christ. 
There is no fact in history more perfectly estab- 
lished than the first coming of Jesus Christ. If all 
other proofs were lacking, your own personal ex- 
perience would teach you, beyond any doubt, that 
Jesus Christ made His first advent. _ 


His resurrection was a vindication of His sacri- 
fice. His first advent was logical. It was absolute- 
ly necessary. There was no way by which it could 
be prevented. God Almighty had decreed it. It 
had to come. His first advent made absolutely cer- 
tain His sacrifice, His crucifixion. He had to be 
crucified, because He had to be unclothed. He took 
upon Himself the form of a human being in order 
that we might be disentangled from the finite and 
from the sins with which we are cursed. 


His sacrifice made absolutely certain His resur- 
rection. His resurrection, as I have said, was a 
vindication of all that had taken place prior thereto. 
It was an absolute and infallible proof of His Deity. 
Therefore, His resurrection was guaranteed the 
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moment He was crucified, because, being God, you 
could not end Him with crucifixion. 

His resurrection made absolutely essential His 
ascension. There was no power by which you could 
keep God in His corporeal form in this world. He 
had to ascend. His ascension, therefore, was not 
only decreed but was perfectly logical, and was the 
evolution of the inherent Deity of Christ. 

His ascension guarantees something else—that 
which is the hope of the Church, that something to 
which we are looking forward. 

From the Garden of Eden to the crucifixion we 
had the altar, which was typical. If you study your 
Bible with this division, it will help you very much. 
It unfolded all that took place. 

From the crucifixion to the second coming of — 
Christ you have the Communion Table. The altar 
guaranteed the first advent. The Communion Table 
guarantees the second advent. 

Now, if you will divide your Bible and put the 
altar where it belongs, you will see the first advent 
of Christ. Put the Communion Table in its place in 
the Bible, and you will see the second coming of 
Christ. That gives you a general division of the 
Bible. 

Now, let us think for a moment of the fact of His 
second coming, Jesus Himself said: 


John 14:3—“And if I go and prepare a place for you I will 
come again, and receive you unto Myself; that where I am, 
there ye may be also.” 


Hebrews 9:28—“So Christ was once offered to bear the sins 
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of many; and unto them that look for Him shall He appear the 
second time without sin unto salvation.” 

Philippians 3:20,21—“For our conversation is in heaven; 
from whence also we look for the Saviour, the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

“Who shall change our vile body, that it may be fashioned 
like unto His glorious body, according to the working whereby 
He is able even to subdue all things unto Himself.” 

I Thessalonians 4:16,17—“For the Lord Himself shall de- 
scend from heaven with a shout, with the voice of the arch- 
angel, and with the trump of God: and the dead in Christ 
shall rise first. 

“Then we which are alive and remain shall be caught up to- 
gether with them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the air; 
and so shall we ever be with the Lord.” 

Acts 3:19, 20,21—“Repent ye therefore, and be converted, 
that your sins may be blotted out, when the times of refresh- 
ing shall come from the presence of the Lord. 

“And He shall send Jesus Christ, which before was preached 
unto you. 


“Whom the heaven must receive until the times of restitu- 
tion of all things, which God hath spoken by the mouth of all 
His holy prophets since the world began.” 


I have cited enough Scripture to prove to you 
the fact of His second coming. But, there are some 
who will say that Christ has already come. There 
are those who will say that Christ comes when we 
die. You cannot say that if you know your Bible, 
because at the second coming of Christ, certain 
things take place. Those things do not take place 
when the saints die. When they die, other saints 
do not rise; there is not a shout from the clouds. 
Some will say that Christ has already come in the 
Holy Spirit. My friends, that is a vastly different 
thing from the coming of Christ prophesied in the 
Scriptures. 


It is true that Christ said, “If I ascend, I will 
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send the Paraclete—the Holy Ghost.” He did 
ascend, and He did send the Holy Ghost, but, the 
dead did not rise when the Holy Ghost came. Our 
vile bodies were not changed when the Holy Ghost 
came. It will be absolutely impossible to keep the 
dead in the ground when Christ comes. It is im- 
possible to keep our bodies from being changed 
when Christ comes. The bodies of saints were not 
changed, nor did the dead rise when the Holy Ghost 
came. The Holy Ghost did come, and Jesus does 
reside in the Holy Ghost, for, in a spiritual sense, 
Christ is here, abiding in the Holy Ghost. But, that 
is not the second coming referred to in the Scrip- 
Lures. 

In the Old Testament, as well as the New, the 
second coming of Christ was spoken of, taught, ex- 
plained, and preached as a special comfort to the 
saints—‘Wherefore, comfort one another with 
these words” (I Thess. 4:18). 

Also in Isaiah 40:9, 1o— 


“OQ Zion, that bringest good tidings, get thee up into the 
high mountain; O Jerusalem, that bringest good tidings, lift 
up thy voice with strength; lift it up, be not afraid; say unto 
the cities of Judah, Behold your God! 

“Behold, the Lord God will come with strong hand, and His 
arm shall rule for Him; behold, His reward is with Him, and 
His work before Him.” 


That all refers to the second advent of Christ. | 

In Malachi 3:1, there is only one sentence that 
refers to the first advent. The rest refers to the 
second advent of Christ. 


“Behold, I will send My messenger, and he shall prepare the 
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way before Me; and the Lord whom ye seek, shall suddenly 

come to His Temple, even the Messenger of the Covenant 

oe ye delight in; behold, He shall come, saith the Lord of 
osts. i 


In the Old Testament, as well as the New, the 
doctrine of the second advent of Christ was 
preached as of special comfort to the saints and 
believers—to those who had faith in Him. 


Titus 2:13—“Looking for that blessed hope, and the glo- 
rious appearing of the great God, and our Saviour, Jesus 
Christ.” 

II Peter 3:11, 12—“Seeing then that all these things shall be 
dissolved, what manner of persons ought ye to be in all holy 
conversation and godliness. : 

“Looking for and earnestly desiring the coming of the day 
of God, wherein the heavens being on fire shall be dissolved, 
and the elements shall melt with fervent heat.” 

The last prayer uttered in the Book of Revela- 
tion—22 :20—is, ‘““Come Lord Jesus, come quickly,” 
and it is a prayer you and I ought to pray every 
hour that we live. 

Would to God I could stop at this point and pray 
a prayer for His second coming that would bring it 
about. I would to God that He might come before 
I finish. 


II Peter 3:3,4 (revised) —“Knowing this first, that in the 
last days, mockers shall come with mockery, walking after 
their own lusts. 

“And saying, Where is the promise of His coming? For since 
the fathers fell asleep, all things continue as they were from 
the beginning of the creation.” 


There is no fact that seems to draw out enmity, 
anger, hatred and persecution like this doctrine of 
the second coming of Christ. Were it preached as 
faithfully as it ought to be, it would produce inde- 
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scribable persecutions, not so much from the sin- 
cursed, unregenerate world as from the unregener- 
ate part which is inside the visible church. There 
are preachers, so-called, pretending to be ministers 
of the Gospel of Jesus Christ, who stand in their 
pulpits and ridicule the doctrine. 


There are two hundred and sixty chapters in the 
New Testament, are there not? In those two hun- 
dred and sixty chapters, the statement about the 
second coming of Christ is made three hundred 
and eighteen times. 


Now I might be foolish enough to quarrel with 
a man, but I am not going to be foolish enough to 
quarrel with God. If I were one of those preachers 
who doesn’t know his Bible, nor believe it, I would 
have sense enough not to quarrel with the Bible 
and with God, wouldn’t you? 


The Scriptures I am citing now, and the opposi- 
tion to the doctrine, are both indices to the second 


coming of Christ. They both indicate that He is 
coming. 


Matthew 24:44-46—“Therefore be ye also ready; for in 
such an hour as ye think not the Son of Man cometh. 

“Who then is a faithful and wise servant, whom his Lord 
hath made ruler over his household, to give them meat in due 
season f 

“Blessed is that servant, whom his Lord, when he cometh 
shall find so doing.” 

Luke 21:34-36—“And take heed to yourselves, lest at any 
time your hearts be overcharged with surfeiting, and drunken- 
ness, and cares of this life, and so that day come upon you 
unawares. 


“For as a snare shall it come on all them that dwell on the 
face of the whole earth. 
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“Watch ye therefore, and pray always, that ye may be ac- 
counted worthy to escape all these things that shall come to 
pass, and to stand before the Son of Man.” i 

I John 2:28—“And now, little children, abide in Him; that 
when He shall appear, we may have confidence, and not be 
ashamed before Him at His coming.” 


In my next sermon I shall discuss with you the 
manner of His coming, but I want to refer you to 
the passages which contain the statement of His 
coming: 

I Thessalonians 4:16,17; Matthew 24:31,32; II 
Thessalonians 2:7, 8. 


Zechariah 14:4,5—“And His feet shall stand in that day up- 
on the Mount of Olives, which is before Jerusalem on the East, 
and the Mount of Olives shall cleave in the midst thereof 
toward the east and toward the west, and there shall be a very 
great valley; and half of the mountain shall remove toward 
the north, and half of it toward the south. 

“And ye shall flee to the valley of the mountains * * ® yea, 
ye shall flee like as ye fled before the earthquake in the days 
of Uzziah, King of Judah, and the Lord my God shall come, 
and all the saints with thee.” 


Zechariah speaks in as plain language as it is pos- 
sible to speak, not only of the manner of His com- 
ing, but of what shall take place, and who shall 
come with Him. He is coming. 

For what purpose is He coming? I cannot dis- 
cuss it all with you tonight. But, He is coming to 
reign in glory, should be the general answer to that 
question. He is coming to reign in glory, to restore 
Israel, to gather the saints unto Himself. He is 
coming to judge, to strike the vital blow at Satan 
and to establish the long-promised kingdom of the 
dynasty of David. He is coming. Blessed be His 
Holy name. 
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Exodus 19:9—“And the Lord said unto Moses, Lo, I come 
unto thee in a thick cloud.” 


That refers to the manner of His coming. 


Exodus 34:5—“And the Lord descended in a cloud, and stood 
with him there, and proclaimed the name of the Lord.” 

Matthew 17:5—“While He yet spake, behold, a bright cloud 
overshadowed them; and behold, a voice out of the cloud, 
which said, This is My beloved Son.” 

John 14:3—“And if I go and prepare a place for you, I will 
come again and receive you unto Myself.” 


That is about the purpose of His coming. 


I Thessalonians 4:16,17—“For the Lord Himself shall de- 
scend from heaven with a shout, with the voice of the arch- 
angel, and with the trump of God; and the dead in Christ shall 
rise first. 

“Then we which are alive and remain shall be caught up to- 
gether with them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: 
and so shall we ever be with the Lord.” 


There are two purposes for His coming: (1) To 
raise the dead; and (2) to change the bodies of the 
saints. 


Matthew 25:19—“After a long time the Lord of those serv- 
ants cometh and reckoneth with them.” 

Matthew 16:27—“For the Son of Man shall come in the 
glory of His Father with His angels; and then He shall re- 
ward every man according to his work.” 


But, you ask, is He coming to judge the saints? 
No, no. He will judge the works of the saints. 
I said He was coming to reign in glory. 


Zechariah 14;1-4—“Behold, the day of the Lord cometh, 
and thy spoil shall be divided in the midst of thee. 

“For I will gather all nations against Jerusalem to battle; 
and the city shall be taken, and the houses rifled, and the wom- 
en ravished; and half of the city shall go forth into captivity, 
and the residue of the people shall not be cut off from the city. 

“Then shall the Lord go forth, and fight against those na- 
tions, as when He fought in the day of battle. 

“And His feet shall stand in that day upon the Mount of 
Olives, which is before Jerusalem on the east, and the Mount 
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of Olives shall cleave in the midst thereof toward the east and 
toward the west, and there shall be a very great valley; and 
half of the mountain shall remove toward the north, and half 
of it toward the south.” 


He shall come to reign supremely. 


Zechariah 8:3,7,8—“Thus saith the Lord; I am returned 
unto Zion, and will dwell in the midst of Jerusalem; and Jeru- 
salem shall be called a city of truth; and the mountain of the 
Lord of Hosts, the holy mountain. 

“Thus saith the Lord of Hosts: Behold, I will save My peo- 
ple from the east country, and from the west country; 

“And I will bring them, and they shall dwell in the midst 
of Jerusalem; and they shall be My people, and I will be their 
God, in truth and in righteousness.” 


He comes to reign. 


Romans 11:26—“And so all Israel shall be saved; as it is 
written. There shall come out of Sion the Deliverer, and shall 
turn away ungodliness from Jacob.” 

Matthew 25:31,32—“When the Son of Man shall come in 
His glory, and all the holy angels with Him, then shall He sit 
upon the throne of His glory. 

“And before Him shall gather all nations; and He shall sep- 
arate them one from another, as a shepherd divideth his sheep 
from the goats.” 


He is coming to reign. 


Revelation 20:11, 12—“And I saw a great white throne, and 
Him that sat on it, from whose face the earth and heaven fled 
away; and there was found no place for them. 

“And I saw the dead, small and great, stand before God; and 
the books were opened; and another book was opened which 
was the Book of Life; and the dead were judged out of the 
things which were written in the books, according to their 
works.” 

Jude 14,15—“And Enoch also, the seventh from Adam, 
prophesied of these, saying, Behold, the Lord cometh with ten 
thousands of His saints, 

“To execute judgment upon all, and to convince all that are 
ungodly among them of all their ungodly deeds which they 
have ungodly committed, and of all their hard speeches which 
ungodly sinners have spoken against Him.” 


I have given you enough Scripture to establish 
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the fact of His coming. Precious Christians, if I 
could send you home to go through the two hun- 
dred and sixty chapters of the New Testament, and 
tabulate the three hundred and eighteen citations 
concerning His second coming, I would have ac- 
complished a great purpose tonight. 


If I were to take you through Isaiah, Ezekiel and 
Zechariah, where they mention the coming of 
Christ—both the first and second advents—I could 
show you that, in every instance where they refer 
to the second advent, they explain the first advent, 
and show you that the part which refers to the first 
advent has been fulfilled. 


Before you knew your Bible, even though you 
were regenerated, there was something lacking. 
You were hungering for something you did not 
have, though it was at your disposal. You are go- 
ing to say that what you were longing for was the 
power of the Holy Ghost. That may be true. The 
power of regeneration will be given in answer to 
prayer, and the exercise of faith, and God, if you 
answer His call to service, will give you the nec- 
essary power to perform the service. But, that is 
not what you hungered for. You hungered for the 
realization of the hope that was given to you in 
your second birth. Is it not true that every Chris- 
tian here, long before he had the doctrine of the 
second coming of Christ unfolded to him, hungered 
for something—wanted something he could not ex- 
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plain? It was that you might grip that hope, for 
it is the greatest thing in the Bible today. 

Studying your experience, you found this fact: 
That after it was revealed to you, and you had de- 
nied it and refused to accept it, you began to weigh 
it as a spiritual force. 


Without the slightest intention to criticise, for I 
haven’t time to criticise, will you please tell me why 
the Unitarian Association, or whatever you call it, 
is practically impotent—a dead force? Why is it 
dead? Why doesn’t it do something for humanity? 
I challenge the brainiest men who have yet cham- 
pioned that so-called philosophy to answer. Why 
is it dead? Because, it has no living Christ. It has 
only philosophy which has been evolved out of a 
general conception of the existence of God. Now, 
if that is true in the first instance, then I ask you 
why are you so impotent in the Church of Jesus 
Christ? There are two reasons, or perhaps three, 
that I should give: 


First—You ‘have not lived up to the privileges of- 
fered you in your regeneration. What are those 
privileges? The endowment of the Holy Ghost is 
one, The privilege of the service which the Holy 
Ghost offers you, is another. The third is the priv- 
ilege of this great doctrine of the second coming of 
Christ. Is that not true’ 


In every instance where men and women have 
neglected the endowment of the Holy Ghost, they 
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have become practically impotent. There are men 
sitting before me tonight who are lighter than a 
feather when it comes to spiritual force; and men 
who are absolutely worthless in the world as spir- 
itual factors. Why? You have the Holy Ghost, 
but you have never been endowed with the power 
of the Holy Ghost. Let me illustrate. Here is an 
acousticon. It is a modern instrument. It is now 
connected, the power is on, and the deaf sitting 
here before me can put the receiver to their ears 
and hear what I am saying. It is a perfect instru- 
ment, yet, when it is disconnected from the power, 
the deaf may sit there until judgment and not a 
sentence that I utter will they hear. The reason 
you do not hear the doctrine of the second coming 
of Christ is because you have disconnected the 
power, you have not the endowment of the Holy . 
Ghost, and, therefore, a Holy Bible, a Christ-living 
Bible, is not to you what it ought to be. 


Second—Even though you have some of these 
privileges, you have neglected to believe, trust, 
preach and practice the doctrine of the second com- 
ing of Christ. Wherever you find a church that re- 
pudiates this doctrine, you find a church withering. 
It is impotent. So, my friends, you cannot deny 
this truth and escape the judgment of its denial. 
You cannot reason it out of existence and have 
spiritual power and spiritual blessing. 


Why was the early Church so powerful? Because 
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this doctrine was the living power of the early 
Church. Why was the early Church, in spite of all 
the damnable things that were brought into it, such 
a powerful force in the world? Because this doc- 
trine was never questioned until the seventeenth 
century, and then it was questioned by the Roman 
Catholic Church. Then it was questioned because 
they had to question it in order to bring up their 
hierarchy. It was never brought into question un- 
til a decadent Roman Catholic Church brought it 
into question in the seventeenth century. 

The doctrine of the second coming of Christ is 
the hope, the glorious hope, on which the Church 
lives and thrives and grows, and becomes powerful 
in the world. 


Third—It is the greatest doctrine in the world to 
keep Christians straight. Some of you are so 
crooked you couldn’t even lie on a corkscrew. Do 
you know why? Because you have tried to make 
yourselves believe this doctrine of the second com- 
ing of Christ is just a spiritualized, metaphorical, 
doctrine preachers have evolved, and you say, “I 
will get it as far away from me as possible.” Why 
do you want to get it away from you? Because, 
you do not want your works to stand before God 
on the judgment day. You have been judged in_ 
Christ, and you will not be judged again, but your 
works will be judged. You will have to give an 
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account of the deeds you have done. You don’t 
want to face your Lord and Master, do you? 


A man and woman belonging to this church, who 
saw me coming down the street the other day, cut 
across the street in order to avoid me. They ran 
away from me. If they ran away from a preacher 
because of their sins, what would they do if they 
saw God? 


If you believe in the doctrine which says: 
“Watch, for you know not the hour, you know not 
the time. Watch, for He comes on you unawares. 
In the hour you least expect, the Son of God will 
come,” then you will live a more godly life. This 
is the doctrine of holiness, goodness, right living, 
right praying, right worship, and the right kind of 
waiting for the coming of the Lord. He is coming. - 
Come Lord Jesus, come quickly. I do not know 
when He is coming. 


I shall discuss with you next Sunday night the 
manner of His coming. 


I earnestly ask you to become spiritual. The only 
way to become spiritual is by using the means and 
graces which God has given you for the develop- 
ment of your souls. 


This doctrine of the second coming of Christ 
ought to make you great missionaries. Why are 
you not preaching the Gospel tonight? As I tried 
to say in this morning’s sermon, I do not know 
how far into the afternoon this world has passed. 
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I Delieve the sun has passed into the eternal hori- 
zon. The disc is fast being covered; the shadows 
will begin to fall very soon. I do not know, for 
He says that no man knows. Not even the angels 
know when He is coming. I believe we are in the 
shadows of the last afternoon. Then, why are you 
not preaching? Why are you not working? Why 
are you not real missionaries? Why are you not 
giving your money to evangelize the world? One 
man I know has laid aside every cent he has and 
is preaching the Gospel, and getting others to 
preach it. Yet there are men here tonight who put 
five cents on the plate. You contemptible stingy, 
parasites. You will go out of here to-night, and to- 
morrow go into a theatre, or cigar stand, or lunch 
room and spend seventy-five cents without any 
hesitation, because you are satisfying your own 
lustful desires. In the last afternoon of a world’s 
history, when the last opportunity to preach the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ is given you, you give nig- 
gardly, when Jesus Christ gave you so bountifully. 
Why aren’t you up and doing? Why aren’t you 
consecrating yourself to Christ? Why aren’t you 
giving your time and your money to the preach- 
ing of the Gospel of Jesus Christ? He is coming. 
He is coming. Oh, blessed Jesus, come quickly! 
Come quickly! Come quickly! We need Thy com- 
fort; we need Thy consolation; we are weary and 
worn. Come Lord Jesus, and take us up with the 
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dead in Christ, to meet Thee in the air, and after a 
while let us come back with Thee and reign tri- 
umphant with Thee. 

He is coming. Are you ready? Won’t you come 
and give yourself to Jesus Christ, that you may 
be ready when He comes? 


THE MANNER OF CHRIST’S 
SECOND COMING 


WANT to talk to you tonight about the man- 
I ner of Christ’s second coming. 

I shall read you those passages of Scripture 
located as proof-texts, and then discuss the head- 
ings under which they belong. Let me say, be- 
fore I begin to read these texts, that all men who 
know their Bibles would quote to you the same 
texts. All Bible students and scholars who have 
spoken on this subject have used these identical 
texts, and have presented the same definitions. I 
mention that, not so much to disclaim credit for 
originality because I would not have to disclaim 
that before Bible students, for they all know the 
same great truth, but, to show you that all men 
who know their Bibles readily turn to the same 
proof-texts to present this truth, which is the great- 
est in the Bible, so far as future events are con- 
cerned; and, there are those who misinterpret the 
Bible and try to read into the Scriptures things 
that God didn’t put there. Men who know their 
Bibles read these verses because they mean exactly 
what they say. 

Let me give them to you in a general way: 

In the 10th and 11th verses of the First Chapter 
of Acts, we read: 


“And while they looked stedfastly toward heaven as He 
went up, behold, two men stood by them in white apparel; 
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“Which also said, Ye men of Galilee, why stand ye gazing 
up into heaven? This same Jesus, which is taken up from you 
into heaven, shall so come in like manner as ye have seen Him 
go into heaven.” 

Hebrews 9:28—“So Christ was once offered to bear the sins 
of many; and unto them that look for Him shall He appear 
the second time without sin unto salvation.” 


Let me read it in the original, revised Greek: 


“So Christ, also, having been once offered to bear the sins of 
many, shall be seen a second time apart from sin.” 

Revelation 1:7—“Behold, He cometh with clouds; and every 
eye shall see Him.”’ 

I Thessalonians 4:16,17 (revised version)—“For the Lord 
Himself shall descend from heaven with a shout, with the voice 
of the archangel, and with the trump of God; and the dead 
in Christ shall rise first. 

“Then we which are alive and remain shall be caught up to- 
gether with them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the air; 
and so shall we ever be with the Lord.” 


Matthew 25:31,32—“When the Son of Man shall come in 


His glory, and all the holy angels with Him, then shall He sit 
upon the throne of His glory; 

“And before Him shall be gathered all nations, and He shall 
separate them one from another, as the shepherd divideth his 
sheep from the goats.” 

Zechariah 14:4,5—“And His feet shall stand in that day 
upon the Mount of Olives, which is before Jerusalem on the 
east, and the Mount of Olives shall cleave in the midst thereof 
toward the east and toward the west, and there shall be a very 
great valley; and half of the mountain shall remove toward 
the north, and half of it toward the south. 

“And ye shall flee to the valley of the mountains; for the 
valley of the mountains shall reach unto Azal: yea, ye shall 
flee, like as ye fled from before the earthquake in the days of 
Uzziah king of Judah: and the Lord my God shall come, and 
all the saints with Thee.” 

I Thessalonians 3:13—“To the end He may stablish your 
hearts unblameable in holiness before God, even our Father, 
at the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ with all His saints.” 

I Thessalonians 4:14—“For if we believe that Jesus died 
and rose again, even so them also which sleep in Jesus will God 
bring with Him.” 

Luke 21:36—“Watch ye therefore, and pray always, that 
ye may be accounted worthy to escape all these things that 
shall come to pass, and to stand before the Son of Man.” 


—— 
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II Thessalonians 2:7,8—“For the mystery of iniquity doth 
already work; only He who now letteth will let, until he be 
taken out of the way. 

“And then shall that Wicked be revealed, whom the Lord 
shall consume with the spirit of His mouth, and shall destroy 
with the brightness of His coming.” 

Matthew 24:23-27—“Then if any man shall say unto you, 
Lo, here is Christ, or there; believe it not. 

“For there shall arise false Christs, and false prophets, and 
shall shew great signs and wonders; insomuch that, if it were 
possible, they shall deceive the very elect. 

“Behold, I have told you before. 

“Wherefore if they shall say unto you, Behold, He is in the 
desert; go not forth: behold He is in the secret chambers; be- 
lieve it not. 

“For as the lightning cometh out of the east, and shineth 
even unto the west; so shall also the coming of the Son of 
Man be.” 

Matthew 24:30—“And then shall appear the sign of the 
Son of Man in heaven; and then shall all the tribes of the 
earth mourn, and they shall see the Son of Man coming in the 
clouds of heaven with power and great glory.” 


Please notice that, “coming in the clouds.” Eve- 
ry appearance of Jehovah in the Old Testament is 
so mentioned. 


Exodus 19:9 (revised version)—“And Jehovah said unto 
Moses Lo, I come unto thee in a thick cloud,” and 

Exodus 34:5—“And Jehovah descended in the cloud and 
stood with him there and proclaimed the name of Jehovah.” 


Psalm 97:1, 2—The Psalmist said: 


“Jehovah reigneth; let the earth rejoice; let the multitude 
of isles be glad. 

“Clouds and darkness are round about Him; righteousness 
and judgment are the habitation of His throne.” 

Matthew 17:5—“While He was yet speaking, behold, a bright 
cloud overshadowed them; and behold, a voice out of the 
cloud, which said, This is My beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased; hear ye Him.” 

Psalm 104:3—“Who layeth the beams of His chambers in 
the waters; who maketh the clouds His chariot; who walketh 
upon the wings of the wind.” 

Isaiah 19:1—“Behold, Jehovah rideth upon a swift cloud.” 
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Matthew 16:27—“For the Son of Man shall come in the 
glory of His Father with His angels; and then He shall reward 
every man according to his deeds.” 

Mark 8:38—“Whosoever therefore shall be ashamed of Me 
and of My words in this adulterous and sinful generation; of 
him shall the Son of Man be ashamed, when He cometh in the 
glory of His Father with the holy angels. 

IT Thessalonians 1:7—The revelation of the Lord Jesus from 
heaven with the angels of His power in flaming fire. 

Revelation 16:15—“Behold, I come as a thief. Blessed is he 
that watcheth, and keepeth his garments, lest he walk naked, 
and they see his shame.” 

I Thessalonians 5:3—“For when they shall say, Peace and 
safety; then sudden destruction cometh upon them, as travail 
upon a woman with child; and they shall not escape.” 

Matthew 24:37-39 (revised version)—Listen to this: “And 
as were the days of Noe so shall be the coming of the Son of 
Man. 

“For as in those days which were before the flood they were 
eating and drinking, marrying and giving in marriage, until 
the day that Noe entered into the ark. 

“And they knew not until the flood came and took them all 
away; so shall be the coming of the Son of Man.” 


For the Lord again shall descend from heaven 
with a shout, with the voice of the archangel and 
with the trump of God. 


Matthew 24:44—“Therefore be ye also ready; for in an hour 
that ye think not the Son of Man cometh.” 

Luke 21:34-36—“Take heed to yourselves lest your hearts 
be overcharged with surfeiting and drunkenness, and cares of 
this life, and that day come on you suddenly. As a snare shall 
it come upon all them that dwell on the face of the earth, but 
watch ye at every season and make supplication that ye may 
prevail to escape all these things that shall come to pass, and 
to stand before the Son of Man.” 


I could read Scripture to you for a solid hour and 
continue to quote passages which prove several def- 
inite things. ‘They prove to you that the second 
coming of Jesus Christ, so far as the manner of His 
coming is concerned, shall be a personal, bodily, 
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visible coming. It is very essential that you re- 
member this, and I have given you infallible proof 
of it from Divine words. It is essential that you re- 
member it for several reasons: 


First—In John 14:1-3 you will find these words, 
where Christ Himself says, “I will come again.” 
He referred to a bodily, visible, tangible, real, cor- 
poreal presence the second time. 


My friends, it is the personal appearance—the 
personal, visible, tangible appearance of Jesus 
Christ that we want. It is not enough to have from 
Him a love letter; it is not enough to have from 
Him precious gifts; it is not enough to have from 
Him the third person of the Trinity, namely, the 
Holy Spirit. We want Jesus. We desire to see Je- 
sus. We long for the presence and the power and 
the glory of Jesus Christ. His second coming, then, 
will be a personal visit, a personal appearance, a 
bodily, visible appearance. 


The 10th and 11th verses of the First Chapter of 
Acts states: “Why stand ye gazing?” You saw 
Him ascend. In the same manner in which you saw 
Him ascend shall He come again. In the same 
manner! The Greek says, “In the manner in which.” 
Could there be stronger words? Read it in the 
Greek: “In the manner in which you saw Him 
ascend.” They saw Him on the Mount of Olives. 
They saw His feet on the ground; they saw Him 
start; they saw Him rise; they watched Him go 
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out of sight. The language of the Greek is, “In 
the manner in which you saw, so in that manner 
shall you see.” ‘They saw Him—the second person 
of the Trinity. They saw the visible, tangible, 
corporeal Son of God standing on the Mount of 
Olives. They saw Him ascend. They shall see Him, 
the same Christ, in the same form, come back in 
the same manner, and stand again upon the Mount 
of Olives. It shall be a personal coming. 


The thing which pleases me, and makes me hap- 
py in the very thought, is, that I shall see Him. I 
shall not hear about it. There will not be a tele- 
graphic message from the Mount of Olives, nor a 
wireless, but, the living, risen, ascended Christ, 
who died on Calvary for me, shall be where I can 
see Him. 


And, then again, my friends, you ask about the 
manner. I read you the Scriptures. He shall come 
with great publicity. In the passage which I read 
from Matthew, Christ Himself was very careful to 
bring to your attention the false teachers who 
would rise to deny this point that I am now mak- 
ing. “They will rise and say, why Christ has al- 
ready come. His coming was noiseless, without 
any publicity. He came in the form of truth; He 
came in the person of some good, beautiful Chris- 
tian teacher.” Christ said, “Beware!” If they ask 
you to go out into the wilderness and tell you that 
Christ stealthily crept into that beautiful forest, 
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don’t believe it. If they tell you that Jesus is over 
in some other place, don’t believe it, because when 
He comes, there shall be a shout, the shout of the 
angel, the archangel, and the great acclaim of God 
shall be heard by the whole earth. He will not 
come silently, but with a great shout. 

In the other passages I have read, where they 
were asking for a sign, He said, “The lightning 
flashes and you see it from the east, or it flashes 
in the east and you see it in the west, so the Son 
of Man shall come”—visibly, personally, and with 
the acclaim of the angels. He will come with great 
publicity. 

Again, my friends, He will come in great power 
and glory. Would I had time to take you through 
the Scriptures that speak of it. 

You will remember I stated to you when I be- 
gan this series of sermons, that the Bible, discus- 
sing the coming of Christ, is divided into two parts, 
(1) the prophecies that concern His first coming; 
and (2) the prophecies concerning His second com- 
ing in great glory and power. We are now discus- 
sing the second set of prophecies, those that deal 
with Jesus Christ coming in the power and the glo- 
ry. In the passages quoted from the Old Testa- 
ment, you found Jehovah coming in the glory of 
God, manifest in God, in His glory and in His pow- 
er. So, my friends, Jesus Christ shall come in glo- 
ry and in power, manifesting God. 

Let me.call your attention to this fact: When 
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Jesus Christ came first He was clothed with the 
veil of the flesh. Are you going to leave Him there? 
No! When He comes the second time He will be 
clothed in the glory and power of God, manifest in 
the corporeal form in which He ascended. Do you 
comprehend that language, and the meaning of 
those words quoted from Holy Writ? When Christ 
came first He was clothed in the veil of the flesh. 
When He comes again, He will be clothed in the 
glory of God, manifesting God in the corporeal 
form in which He ascended. Oh, my friends, isn’t 
it wonderful? And, He will come with the holy 
angels. He isn’t coming alone. 


There are two stages of the second coming of 
Christ—two stages, not two comings. Do not mis- 
understand your Bibles. When Jesus Christ comes 
in the air, He comes with angels in His visible mani- 
festation. The dead in Christ shall rise first, and those 
of us who are living shall be changed in the twinkling 
of an eye, and, together, we shall meet Him in the 
air. This is one stage, one degree, of that coming. 
Let me stop and ask: Do you know exactly what 
those words mean? Permit me to explain them to 
you from a personal standpoint. I rejoice in the 
fact that Jesus Christ is coming. As I said to you 
last Sunday evening, I would to God He would 
come tonight. I want to see Jesus. I am anxious 
to talk to Him in His personal, visible, tangible, 
bodily appearance. I am so anxious to get close 
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to the personal form of Jesus Christ. But, there 
is something else. When He comes in the clouds 
with a shout, the dead in Christ shall rise first. I 
can wait. I can wait to see my mother. But, if 
Christ were to come tonight, my mother, my pre- 
cious father, my ten brothers and sisters would rise 
first, and I would be changed in the twinkling of 
an eye, and, with them, I would go up to meet the 
Lord in the air. My mother will be visible to me, 
my father will be visible to me, my brothers and 
sisters will be visible to me, my Saviour will be 
visible to me. I shall see Him, know Him. I shall 
goup with them. Together we shall meet the Lord 
in the air. Glory be to God in the highest! 

He comes to the air for the Church; He comes 
in the clouds to the Mount of Olives, WITH His 
saints and the angels; He comes to the air for the 
saints. He will come with us down to the earth. 
That is the second stage of this wonderful coming. 
Not only shall I rise to meet Him, not only shall I 
see Him in the air, not only shall you and I, as mem- 
bers of the body of Christ, be married to Him, but, 
we shall come down with Him to the Mount of 
Olives and reign in triumphant glory with Him for 
a thousand years. The visible} actual, real, personal 
Jesus Christ. 

Another thing: He will come suddenly. There 
will be no indication when He will come, so far as 
the exact moment is concerned. It will be as the 
thief enters your house without announcing when he 
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is going to enter, so, just as suddenly will He come 
again. Jesus Christ is not going to send word He 
will be on earth a certain date. Whenever you 
undertake to make dates you violate the Scriptures. 
Whenever you undertake to say Jesus Christ has 
already come, you are proving your ignorance of 
the Bible; and, if you are a preacher, let me kindly 
ask you to leave your pulpit and learn your Bible. 
You have no right to stand before your people and 
say Jesus Christ has come the second time. There 
were your kind, your ignorant, perverting class, who 
said He came in 1874, but, there was no sudden, visible 
appearance of Jesus then, and there were false 
prophets and teachers who said He came in the 
form of a revelation to a certain unmentioned female 
character. There were those who said He came in 
certain philosophical truths that were presented to 
the world, but, the dead did not rise, and the angels 
did not proclaim Him; the angels did not come, and 
there was no appearance of Jesus anywhere in the 
world. Jesus Christ is not coming in any truth 
that you find in the world today, nor in the mani- 
festation of any truth. 


I read in one of their books the statement that a 
few years ago a very devout minister preached a 
sermon from his pulpit—I have forgotten just how 
the sentence read, but he said, Jesus Christ has al- 
ready come in the wonderful manifestations of 
these closing hours of the Nineteenth Century. Be- 
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hold, the knowledge, and the advancement, and the 
peace of the world, and, before his echo died, the 
world was on fire, nation was against nation, family 

against family, and hatred, malice, envy and preju- 
dice were rampant. 

Christ is coming, and He will come suddenly. He 
said to you, referring to the days when Noah built 
the ark, In the days when Noah built the ark, they 
went on in the cares of this world, marrying and 
giving in marriage, and having a good time, and 
were prospering and doing everything that men 
were accustomed to, but, suddenly the flood came. 
So, men are marrying and giving in marriage, and 
they are interested in the cares of this world. They 
are prosperous and going on, and on, and on, and 
will go on up to the sudden moment when He 
comes in the clouds to meet His saints. He is com- 
ing suddenly. Ah, my friends, He is coming un- 
announced, and, to my mind, that presents to you 
the gravest responsibility you could have—He is 
coming unannounced. What shall He find when 
ferrets here? 

Now, I am not interested in your beliefs of this 
interpretation of the Scriptures. I present to you 
what God’s Word says. It says these things: He is 
coming; He is coming personally; He is coming 
visibly; He is coming in the form in which He 
ascended ; He is coming in the clouds for the saints ; 
He is coming to the earth with the saints; He is 
coming unannounced; He is coming suddenly. He 
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has warned us. He has required of us certain defi- 
nite obedience to certain definite rules. Are we 
watching, living the blameless, holy, godly, conse- 
crated life, that when He comes He may find us in ~ 
the exercise of faith? 

Let me divide this audience for a moment. Sup- 
pose, for the sake of argument, that the people in 
this tier of seats believe every word that God has 
written in the Bible, and are living the faith de- 
livered to the saints. Suppose you don’t believe. 
The fact that you don’t believe will not keep Him 
from coming, but it will change your attitude to- 
ward Him very much when He comes. These are 
living godly, holy, sacred lives, have given them- 
selves to Christ, are trying to be ready when He 
comes that their deeds may be, by Him, adjudged 
righteous, holy and acceptable. You are going on, 
receiving and giving out, living and thriving, care- 
less and heedless of these warnings and promises of 
God, and He comes suddenly, unannounced, visibly, 
personally. These are changed in the twinkling of 
an eye and rise to meet the Lord in the air. You 
will remain here, and through tribulation indescrib- 
able you shall pass. 

When He comes shall He find you waiting? 
When He comes shall He find you living as saints 
on earth? When He comes shall He find your 
hands full of sheaves that you gathered from the 
great evangelical fields? Oh, my friends, I would 
to God that Jesus would come tonight, and yet, 
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when I remember that prayer, “Come, Lord Jesus, 
come quickly,” I sometimes shudder and think to 
myself, “When He comes will my hands be filled 
with leaves, only leaves, only leaves? Oh, Jesus, 
what am I doing for Thee? What have I done for 
Thee? What have I suffered for Thee? What have 
I given for Thee? Oh, Jesus, when you come for 
me, shall I be ready to rise and meet Thee and the 
loved ones who have gone before?” He is coming. 
He is coming unannounced, suddenly, in the clouds, 
with the angels and the glory of God—a personal, 
visible, tangible appearance. Are you ready? An- 
swer that, men. 3 

If I sat in that pew, I wouldn’t wait for the bene- 
diction, I would get up and come to the minister 
and say, “Pray for me that I may be ready. I ac- 
ferrin. fie is mine. Let me be ready.” Why 
don’t you? Why don’t you? 

Will you come after the benediction and give 
yourselves to Christ, who is coming for you? Will 
you? If so, come and let us begin this life of watch- 
ing, waiting and serving that we may be ready for 
Him. Will you come as soon as I pronounce the 
benediction? 


THE TRIBULATION AND THE BATTLE 
OF ARMAGEDDON 


EFORE beginning the argument, I am going 

to read you a portion of the Scriptures. I 
closed the last sermon at this point, where it must 
be taken up now. 


I Thessalonians 4:16,17—“For the Lord Himself shall de- 
scend from heaven with a shout, with the voice of the arch- 
angel, and with the trump of God: and the dead in Christ shall 
rise first: 

“Then we which are alive and remain shall be caught up to- 
gether with them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: 
asd so shall we ever be with the Lord.” 

Daniel 9:27—“And He shall confirm the covenant with many 
for one week: and in the midst of the week He shall cause the 
sacrifice and the oblation to cease, and for the overspreading 
of abominations He shall make it desolate, even until the con- 
summation, and that determined shall be poured upon the 
desolate.” 

Acts 15:13-17—“And after they had held their peace, James 
answered, saying, Men and brethren, hearken unto me; 

“Simeon hath declared how God at the first did visit the 
Gentiles, to take out of them a people for His name. 

“And to this agree the words of the prophets; as it is writ- 
ten. 

“After this I will return, and will build again the tabernacle 
of David, which is fallen down; and I will build again the 
ruins thereof, and I will set it up; 

“That the residue of men might seek after the Lord, and all 
the Gentiles, upon whom My name is called, saith the Lord, 
who doeth all these things.” 

Matthew 24:21—“For then shall be great tribulation, such 
as was not since the beginning of the world to this time, no, 
nor ever shall be.” 


I also refer you to Damel 12:1. 
II Peter 3:3,4—“Knowing this first, that there shall come in 


the last days scoffers, walking after their own lusts, 
“And saying, Where is the promise of His coming? for since 
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the fathers fell asleep, all things continue as they were from 
the beginning of the creation.” 

Luke 18:7—“And shall not God avenge His own elect, which 
ery day and night unto Him, though He bear long with them?” 

John 9:4—“T must work the works of Him that sent Me 
while it is day; night cometh, when no man can work.” 

Luke 17:34—“I tell you, in that night there shall be two 
mye in one bed; the one shall be taken, and the other shall be 
left.” 

I Thessalonians 5:4,5—“But ye, brethren, are not in dark- 
ness, that that day should overtake you as a thief. 

“Ye are all the children of light, and the children of the 
day: we are not of the night, nor of darkness.” 

Iuke 21:36—“Watch ye therefore, and pray always, that we 
may be accounted worthy to escape all these things that shall 
come to pass, and to stand before the Son of Man.” 

Revelation 3:10—“Because thou hast kept the word of My 
patience, I also will keep thee from the hour of temptation, 
which shall come upon all the world, to try them that dwell 
upon the earth.” 

Zechariah 13:9—“I will bring the third part through the 
fire, and will refine them as silver is refined, and will try them 
as gold is tried: they shall call on My name, and I will hear 
them: I will say, It is My people: and they shall say, The Lord 
is my God.” 

Matthew 24:22—“And except those days should be short- 
ened, there should be no flesh saved: but for the elect’s sake 
those days shall be shortened.” 

II Thessalonians 1:7—“And to you who are troubled rest 
with us, when the Lord Jesus shall be revealed from heaven 
with His mighty angels.” 

II Thessalonians 2:8—“And then shall that Wicked be re- 
vealed, whom the Lord shall consume with the spirit of His 
mouth, and shall destroy with the brightness of His coming.” 

Job 19:25, 27—“For I know that my Redeemer liveth, and 
that He shall stand at the latter day upon the earth: 

“And though after my skin worms destroy this body, yet in 
my flesh shall I see God. 

“Whom I shall see for myself, and mine eyes shall behold, 
and not another; though my reins be consumed within me.” 


Isaiah 26:19—“Thy dead men shall live, together with my 
dead body shall they arise. Awake and sing, ye that dwell in 
dust: for thy dew is as the dew of herbs, and the earth shall 
cast out the dead.” 

Hosea 13:14—“I will ransom them from the power of the 
grave; I will redeem them from death: O death, I will be thy 
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plagues; O grave, I will be thy destruction: 
be hid from Mine eyes.” f Peer a ee 

Ezekiel 37:12-14—“Therefore prophesy and say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lord God; Behold, O My people, I will open 
your graves, and cause you to come up out of your graves, and 
bring you into the land of Israel. 

“And ye shall know that Iam the Lord, -henI have opened 
your graves, O My people, and brought you up out of your 
graves. 

“And shall put My Spirit in you, and ye shall live, and I 
shall place you in your own land: then shall ye know that I 
the Lord have spoken it, and performed it, saith the Lord.” 

John 3:28,29—“Ye yourselves bear me witness, that I said, 
I am not the Christ, but that I am sent before Him. 

“He that hath the bride is the bridegroom: but the friend of 
the bridegroom, which standeth and heareth him, rejoiceth 
greatly because of the bridegroom’s voice: this my joy there- 
fore is fulfilled.” 

Revelation 6:9-11—“And when he had opened the fifth seal, 
I saw under the altar the souls of them that were slain for 
the Word of God, and for the testimony which they held: 

“And they cried with a loud voice, saying, How long, O Lord, 
holy and true, dost Thou not judge and avenge our blood on 
them that dwell on the earth? 

“And white robes were given unto every one of them; and 
it was said unto them, that they should rest yet for a little 
season, until their fellow servants also and their brethren, 
that should be killed as they were, should be fulfilled.” 

Revelation 13:15—“And he had power to give life unto the 
image of the beast, that the image of the beast should both 
speak, and cause that as many as would not worship the image 
of the beast should be killed.” 

Revelation 20:4-6—“And I saw thrones, and they sat upon 
them, and judgment was given unto them: and I saw the souls 
of them that were beheaded for the witness of Jesus, and for 
the Word of God, and which had not worshipped the beast, 
neither his image, neither had received his mark upon their 
foreheads, or in their hands; and they lived and reigned with 
Christ a thousand years. 

“But the rest of the dead lived not again until the thou- 
sand years were finished. This is the first resurrection. 

“Blessed and holy is he that hath part in the first resurrec- 
tion: on such the second death hath no power, but they shall 
be priests of God and of Christ, and shall reign with Him a 


thousand years.” 
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If you have followed me, or any teacher who 
knows his Bible, you are prepared to understand 
the Scriptures which have been read to you for the 
lesson, as well as the Scriptures read as the text for 
this sermon. 


The first passage read to you involved the fact of 
Christ’s second coming: “For the Lord Himself 
shall descend from heaven with a shout, with the 
voice of the archangel, and with the trump of God.” 


The second coming of Christ is more certain than 
any event to take place. There is no power in this 
universe to prevent the second, physical, personal 
appearance of Jesus Christ. As He stood on the 
Mount of Olives and ascended, so shall He descend 
and again stand on the Mount of Olives. But, when 
He leaves His throne in the skies, He will not come 
immediately to the Mount of Olives. He will stop 
in the air and the dead in Christ will rise first, 
and those of us who remain will be changed in the 
twinkle of an eye, and, together with the dead who 
have been raised, will be caught up to meet the 
Lord in the air, there to remain with Him for sev- 
en years. That was the thought with which we 
closed the last sermon, and that is referred to by 
students who know their Bibles as the “Rapture.” 
Jesus Christ coming from His imperial throne in 
the skies to that seat in the clouds is the “Rap- 
ture” of the Church. The dead in Christ shall arise 
and the living Christians shall be changed, and we 
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shall meet Him and dwell with Him. Those who 
are not members of His body, the Church, will 
remain upon this earth until the seven years have 
expired. 

I opened the second sermon with a reference 
from the Book of Daniel, in which the covenant is 
mentioned. In Daniel it is also revealed that this 
seven-year period, known as the period of tribula- 
tion, is the seventieth week. The sixty-ninth week 
closed with Jesus Christ’s crucifixion. "When the 
Church was established on the day of Pentecost, 
there began a period of unaccounted, unreckoned 
time. There is no mention of this period of time 
which is called the period of the Gentiles. When 
the sixty-nine weeks were finished Jesus Christ 
was crucified, and the record of days and weeks 
and years concerning Israel ceased. The establish- 
ment of the Church on the day of Pentecost began 
the period of unreckoned time. 

That brings to your attention this fact: The king- 
dom of heaven is not in this world now. It makes 
me sad to admit it, but there are many of us in the 
Church who do not know our Bibles. You have 
heard preachers talk about the kingdom of heaven 
in this world. The kingdom of heaven is not in this 
world. Jesus Christ, the Son of God, came into this 
world and offered to it the kingdom of heaven. To 
be accurate in my statement, He offered to Israel 
the kingdom of heaven, and the King of that king- 
dom, namely, Himself. But Israel rejected the King 
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and the kingdom; therefore, the King was cruci- 
fied on Calvary, at the appointed moment, and at 
the end of the sixty-ninth week. The kingdom was 
withdrawn from the world, but, God, being merci- 
ful, did not leave this world without some instru- 
ment through which He could speak or manifest 
Himself. Consequently, when they rejected this 
King and the kingdom, God made His present pur- 
pose for His people known through the Church. 

This is the period of the Church, not the period 
of the Kingdom. The Church was established on 
the day of Pentecost, and the Church, established 
on the day of Pentecost, will be completed, and 
called into His presence before Christ comes back 
to the world to reign. 

When the archangel gives the summons at the 
coming of Christ, the dead in Christ shall rise first, 
and believers shall be called out to meet the Lord 
in the air. Then there shall remain in this world 
all the unsaved. There shall remain in this world 
during this period, known as the period of the trib- 
ulation, not only all the unsaved, but also all of the 
house of Israel then living. All of Israel that looked 
for the coming of Christ in the first instance, and 
were saved through faith, shall be raised. All who 
have been saved in all periods of the world’s his- 
tory shall be raised when the archangel gives the 
shout, and shall be caught up with the Lord in the 
air; but all of Israel living upon the earth shall re- 
main through the period of the tribulation. During

that period of tribulation on earth, a remnant of Is- 
rael (do not confuse this with the third remnant I 
am going to speak of later) shall make a covenant 
with the ruler of the Roman Empire. The Roman 
Empire’s ruler shall be on the throne and the ten 
kingdoms shall be established inside the boundary 
line of the Roman Empire, and the ruler of the 
Roman Empire shall make a covenant with the rem- 
nant of Israel, and shall promise that remnant that 
it shall be restored to Jerusalem, and to the posses- 
sion of Palestine. 

Revelation tells us that during this period of sev- 
en years which I am now discussing, when this 
covenant begins, great promises shall be made by 
this ruler of the Roman Empire. They shall send 
presents one to the other; they shall be in great 
glee; they shall be in great exultation over the fact 
that they made this covenant with the ruler of 
the Roman Empire. He shall hold out promise af- 
ter promise to them, and, so far as earthly, external 
power is concerned, those promises shall be partial- 
ly fulfilled, and there shall also rise in the same 
period the antichrist. The antichrist will begin his 
greatest work during the middle of this period, or 
at three and one-half years. At the three and one- 
half division of the seven years, the antichrist, who 
has been in existence—the “man of sin’”—will come 
into possession of the superhuman power of Satan, 
greater power than he has ever possessed, greater 
power than he will ever possess again. The super- 
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human power of Satan shall be imparted to the 
antichrist, and because of that superhuman power 
he shall darken the vision of the whole world. This 
is the language of the Scriptures. They will be- 
lieve any delusion. This antichrist will take his 
seat in the temple which has been rebuilt under the 
covenant with a remnant of Israel and the ruler of 
the Roman Empire. During the first period of this 
seven years that temple shall be rebuilt under his 
covenant, and a part of the Jews will start back to 
Jerusalem, and will actually get in. 


When this antichrist comes into possession of 
this superhuman power, he shall take his seat on 
the throne of that newly erected temple, and shall 
be given power to kill all who refuse to worship 
him or the “beast.” He will have power to bring 
down from the skies fire in judgment upon those 
who refuse to worship the beast. 


Do not think for a moment the antichrist has 
come yet. He will not come in person until the 
beginning of the seventieth week, namely, this 
period of tribulation. But the spirit of antichrist is 
here now. What is the difference? The spirit of 
antichrist makes men deny the Deity of Christ. The 
antichrist himself, when he comes, will make men 
deny both the Deity of Christ and the existence and 
Deity of His Father. The spirit of antichrist is 
abroad in the land today. 


There is not a single association, nor is there a 
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cult, nor a vagary, nor a philosophy that denies 
that Jesus Christ is Very God, which does not get 
its denial from the devil who is the author of the 
spirit of antichrist. No man has ever denied the 
Deity of Christ by his own intellectual evolutions. 
No man has ever, unaided and uninfluenced, ar- 
rived at the conclusion that Christ is not Christ, but 
every man, and every cult, and every society that 
denies Jesus Christ is God, does so at the dictation 
of Satan, and under the control of the spirit of anti- 
christ. 

Any man who says he denies the Deity of Christ, 
from a cold-blooded, intellectual process of reason- 
ing, is a liar, be he in some pulpit, or be he a 
nonentity in some pew. No man has ever made 
that assertion who did not make it at the dictation 
of hell and under the control of the spirit of anti- 
christ. 

The antichrist is not yet here in person. There 
are forms of the spirit of antichrist working them- 
selves out in different organizations, in Theosophy, 
Spiritism, and Eddyism. This philosophy, and 
things like that are the direct result and work of 
antichrist, but the literal, visible, tangible antichrist 
will come during this one covenant week. In the 
seventieth week of Daniel, and in the middle of the 
term set at three and one-half years, he will come 
into possession of the superhuman power of Satan, 
the power to make, not to inflict ; the power to com- 
pel, not to persuade; the power to punish, not to 
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prevent; the power to destroy. He will come into 
possession of the superhuman power of Satan and 
will destroy all those who refuse to worship the 
beast or the antichrist. 

Now, let me say to you, parenthetically, that 
Satan is now in some ethereal or atmospheric state, 
the prince of the power of the air, and, during the 
period I am discussing, he comes down in the per- 
son of antichrist and occupies his place and does his 
utmost during this period to deceive the people. 

This statement of Daniel, which I have read, 
says, that the oblations and services in the temple 
shall cease. What were these oblations and serv- 
ices? Under the Roman Empire they started the 
old ritualistic service, and when they refuse to wor- 
ship the beast he goes in and seizes the oblation 
of the ceremonial and begins his daily utterances 
against those who will not worship the beast. 

And then, at this period, begins the gathering of 
the armies of the nations. In the valley of Arma- 
geddon the enemies, in the persons of their armies, 
shall gather. And, let me say to you, that in this 
valley the flags of all the nations have already 
floated since the first battle thousands of years 
ago, through to Napoleon Bonaparte, and down to 
the present moment when, in this present war, the 
flags are still floating—the flags of armies in the 
valley of Estrada. So in this valley, under the lead- 
ership of antichrist and Satan, shall be gathered the 
armies of the world under the leadership of the 
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antichrist, who is under the direct, superhuman 
leadership of Satan, who has made them believe 
they can make a fatal stroke at God Himself—the 
wrath of these armies increasing far beyond the 
power of any man to describe. No man will ever 
be able to describe the wrath, hatred, vengeance, 
malice, murder and abandonment of these armies. 
They will all make their final effort in one great 
stroke at Christ, because they have heard of His 
coming in the air. 


The armies gather in the valley of Estrada, at 
the valley of Armageddon, and they march towards 
Jerusalem. They approach Jerusalem, apparently, 
to make their attack upon it to destroy it, to take it. 
The armies of the nations coming down through 
this valley (the most fertile and beautiful valley of 
the world, in which the armies of the world have 
already met by piecemeal comparatively speaking) 
are gathering in force, in power and in purpose to 
make their attack upon Jerusalem and their final 
effort to destroy Christ or God. 


During this period another thing takes place, 
which, of course, covers some of the time. I speak 
concerning the remnant of Israel. Not the remnant 
of Israel I spoke of a while ago, but the remnant of 
Israel decreed by Almighty God to be saved, and 
which will become the greatest evangelistic move- 
ment the world has ever seen, during which a mul- 
titude of Gentiles shall be saved, as well as hun- 
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dreds of thousands of this remnant of Israel. This 
remnant of Israel, having accepted Christ, will im- 
mediately be attacked by this antichrist. Many of 
them will be killed, murdered and destroyed, but, 
when Christ comes down at the end of the seven 
years, they shall arise and reign with Him and 
those who arose when He came in His rapture. 
During that period, when this remnant is preach- 
ing Christ and Him crucified, unmentionable, inde- 
scribable persecutions will take place. No human 
tongue can depict the sufferings that will fall upon 
those people. To show you that this is true, I read 
to you, my friends, the most horrible picture of the 
after effects of a battle ever written in language— 
the picture of the angel sitting in the seat of power 
and authority. I do not know which angel he is, 
perhaps the same archangel who proclaims the com- 
ing of Christ; but, he is seated in the sun, the place 
of authority and power, causing the birds of the air, 
the vultures that live of carrion, to assemble. Can 
you picture such a scene? Have you ever stood 
on a wharf, out in some infested harbor, where 
thousands of seagulls gather? Have you ever been 
out upon a plain where thousands of vultures cir- 
cled in the air? This angel calls the vultures, the 
birds that live on carrion, to come from all worlds 
and gather over this place where the final struggle 
will be directed by Jesus Christ. Mark you, the 
armies of the world gathered ready to make their 
final stroke against God will not kill this vast num- 
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ber which the vultures must eat, but the Eternal 
Son of God will strike with the breath of His mouth 
these vast armies, and their captains and generals 
and horses and hordes shall be crushed by Christ 
Himself, and the dead slain by Christ will make 
a supper for the vultures of the whole world. That 
is the Armageddon stroke. That is the triumphant 
stroke of Jesus Christ against the antichrist and the 
armies of the world. 

But, something else takes place. However, be- 
fore I describe that, let me say that this battle does 
not extend over seven years. I do not know how 
long it will take Christ to deal this deadly blow 
that I have described. It may take one second— 
as long as it takes you and me to draw a breath. 
With a prayer Christ will come, and with the glory 
of His appearance will He crush them. Perhaps it 
will take longer. There will be no prolonged bat- 
tle over the last part of the three and one-half years 
when these armies will be gathering from all over 
the world—the most magnificent array of military 
power the world ‘has ever seen. There will be no 
battle until the little beast, the ruler of the Roman 
Empire, will gather in the valley of Estrada to be 
crushed by the presence and the power of Jesus 
Christ. 

What else takes place when He comes at the end 
of this period of seven years? The antichrist and 
all those who have followed him in power, in au- 
thority, who have been the leaders and teachers 
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and inculcators of these damnable heresies, shall 
go with Satan into the pit of the abyss to stay for a 
thousand years. But, the antichrist will not be 
loosed at the end of a thousand years. Satan will. 
A good many of those who formed these cults, and 
the spirits of antichrist, are already in hell. 

Then Christ will come to the earth, in visible, 
real manifestation the Son of God. He will come 
down to the Mount of Olives. His feet will again 
touch that sacred soil, and He will purge the earth 
and cleanse it, and prepare to reign with His saints, 
with the redeemed of all ages. 

I shall pick up the argument at this point next 
Sunday night. If you have not already begun to 
study your Bibles, do so now, and whenever you 
meet a preacher who does not know his Bible, make 
him study it. If he does not know his Bible and 
does not study it, compel him to leave his pulpit, 
quit preaching and go to plowing. He will not hurt 
a hoe. I am satisfied he will not accomplish much 
with it unless he knows more about it than he 
knows about the Bible. But, make him quit preach- 
ing. I have said that much about the pulpit. Now 
I have a right to say something to you, haven’t I? 
If I am willing to confess our own shortcomings, 
then I have a right to say to you in the pews, “You 
have no right to neglect your Bibles.” There are 
officers of this church who do not know their Bi- 
bles, and yet they occupy a place where the ecclesi- 
astical rules of their church say they must teach 
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the Bible. I have read to you passages of Scripture 
as a foundation for this sermon in which it is said 
that you must watch, and study, and get ready. 
Why are you not ready? I donot know when He is 
coming in the air. I say to you, there are some signs, 
and I believe one of the signs is that the Jews are re- 
turning to Jerusalem. You cannot defeat God, but 
I say their restlessness and desire to go back is 
a definite sign. I say to you that, if the disturb- 
ances of the world, the restlessness of the world 
(Some of the ignorant politicians have said that 
this bloody war just closed is the battle of Ar- 
mageddon. If they knew their Bibles they would 
not say it.). The mingling and struggling of many 
nations, are all signs, I do not know when He 
will come, but, as I said to you last Sunday, He 
will come suddenly. He will come unannounced. 
I would not be surprised if He were to come to- 
night. I would to God that He would. Every day 
I pray the prayer “Come, Lord Jesus, come quick- 
ie . 

I have read you the passage which will be the 
prayer of the people during this period. They will 
begin begging during that seven years, and espe- 
cially the last half of it. They will beg Jesus to come. 
And He has promised to come and shorten the per- 
secutions and manifest Himself. 


My friends, you who are business men with 
tremendous burdens and responsibilities, with your 
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minds disturbed, let me ask you, in the name of 
God, in the name of Christ, in the midst of these 
stupendous events, to take time to think and to 
pray. 

There is a statement in the Scriptures that events 
will come hurled one upon the other. They have 
come. Four and a half years have blotted out the 
lines of the map of the world, have made the soil 
dry in the bottom of the sea, comparatively speak- 
ing, and we are standing, as it were, across a vol- 
cano, the crest of which is overcrowned with arm- 
ies, and the very fires of which are swallowing the 
nations that are today grappling at the throats of 
each other. We have not yet reached the valley of 
Estrada, but the world is at this moment steeped 
in blood—part of it is on fire, and this part which 
wallows in the gutter of license, which is the pre- 
cursor of that awful day. Oh, men, if I were you 
and did not know Christ, I would not leave this 
building until I had found my Saviour, precious to 
my soul. I would speak. I would act. I would 
testify for Jesus, for tomorrow may be too late. 


THE PERIOD OF THE THOUSAND YEARS 


] WANT to talk to you about the Millennium, 
and its program. Let me read the first six 
verses of the twentieth chapter of Revelation: 


“And I saw an angel come down from heaven, having the 
key of the bottomless pit and a great chain in his hand. 

“And he laid hold on the dragon, that old serpent, which is 
the Devil, and Satan, and bound him a thousand years. 

“And cast him into the bottomless pit, and shut him up, and 
set a seal upon him, that he should deceive the nations no 
more, till the thousand years should be fulfilled: and after 
that he must be loosed a little season. 

“And I saw thrones, and they sat upon them, and judgment 
was given unto them: and I saw the souls of them that were 
beheaded for the witness of Jesus, and for the Word of God, 
and which had not worshipped the beast, neither his image, 
neither had received his mark upon their foreheads, or in their 
hands; and they lived and reigned with Christ a thousand 
years. 

“But the rest of the dead lived not again until the thousand 
years were finished. This is the first resurrection. 

“Blessed and holy is he that hath part in the first resurrec- 
tion: on such the second death hath no power, but they shall 
be priests of God and of Christ, and shall reign with Him a 
thousand years.” : 

Acts 17:31—“Because He hath appointed a day, in the which 
He will judge the world in righteousness by that Man whom 
He hath ordained; whereof He hath given assurance unto all 
men, in that He hath raised Him from the dead.” 


I closed the last sermon with a picture of the 
final stroke of Christ in the destruction of the na- 
tions and powers arrayed against Him, which is 
commonly called the Battle of Armageddon. The 
battle has to take place at the time of Christ’s visi- 
ble manifestation on earth. The vast hordes of men 
who are arrayed against Christ are destroyed by the 
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breath of His mouth, and by the glory of His pres- 
ence. There is no more horrible picture in the 
Bible than that of the supper which the stroke of 
Christ prepared for the vultures of the air. These 
birds of the air were called in order that they might 
feast upon the bodies of the dead, and in that valley 
outside of Jerusalem there will be an indescribable 
scene before Christ makes His visible appearance on 
earth. 

Immediately after that (when I say immediately 
after, I mean in successive steps so far as events 
are counted) Jesus Christ comes to earth, His feet 
touch the Mount of Olives, and He begins His 
reign of a thousand years. Within the time de- 
scribed by these few words is to take place that 
which is set forth in the Scriptures read to you. 

When Christ comes to the earth, Satan shall be 
here. The demons whom he has controlled shall be 
sent, with him, into that state of imprisonment 
prophesied. The false prophet, and the man of 
sin, shall be sent with Satan and his demons into 
that prison, there to remain for one thousand years. 
The thousand-year reign of Jesus Christ, in which 
He will establish the Davidic throne and occupy it, 
is usually referred to as the Millennium. There are 
those who say the Millennium period is mentioned 
only in the twentieth chapter of Revelation. It is 
mentioned in the Sabbath week of Genesis; in the 
revelation found in Daniel; in the revelation found 
in Isaiah; in the prophecies concerning Israel. All 
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through the Old Testament, and up to the twentieth 
chapter of Revelation, this period in which Christ 
reigns supreme and judges the world in righteous- 
ness and peace, is mentioned. Therefore, when I 
speak of the successive events when Christ comes 
with the redeemed and with the saints, I mention 
it not as if they were separate, but because all the 
redeemed of all ages of the world will be raised 
when the archangel proclaims the rapture of the 
saints. The dead in Christ will be raised first, then 
those remaining and alive at the coming of the 
Lord will be caught up together with them to meet 
the Lord in the air and so shall they ever be with 
the Lord. 

How marvelous and wonderful is it all! 

I shall speak of the judgments, especially explain- 
ing to you the Great White Throne, on next Sun- 
day evening; but it is necessary to mention at this 
point a few facts that begin this thousand-year 
reign of Christ: 

The dead in Christ were, of course, judged on the 
cross, and there is no punitive judgment for them; 
but the works of the saints shall be brought into 
judgment when Jesus Christ comes. There, works 
and deeds will be brought into judgment, not for 
the purpose of punishment—not a punitive judg- 
ment, if you please—but adjustment showing their 
place and position in the kingdom, what they will do 
and what their place will be. They are not to be 
judged for sin. This adjustment will take place, not 
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on earth, but in the air, preparing the saints for 
their place in the kingdom when Christ comes to 
earth with the saints. 

This reign, so far as the throne is concerned, 
shall be set up in Jerusalem. A Davidic throne shall 
be set up. Jesus Christ shall be worshiped, and His 
throne shall be universal throughout the whole 
world. Jesus Christ shall reign in absolute right- 
eousness from sea to sea. From land to land, in all 
parts of the earth, the reign of Christ shall be ab- 
solute. It has been prophesied that He shall come 
and reign until He puts the last enemy under His 
foot. Then He will surrender the kingdom to God, 
in order that the Father may be all and in all. 

Now, while Christ is reigning in this world for a 
thousand years, there are some things you should 
take into consideration. First of all, the world will 
be free from any Satanic influence. I do not hesi- 
tate to say, and the Scriptures sustain me, that the 
atmosphere today is the throne of Satan. The 
principality of Satan is in the ethereal regions, but 
all the demons with Satan shall be brought to earth, 
out of the air, during the period of tribulation, and 
at the end of that period of tribulation Satan and all 
the demons shall be incarcerated for a thousand 
years. Therefore, the world will be free from the 
influence—the personal influence of Satan. He will 
not have the power to tempt and influence people. 
He will be bound, chained, held in bondage abso- 
lutely, for a thousand years. Jesus Christ will reign 
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throughout this period, and every day of the thou- 
sand years will be a day of absolute judgment. In 
other words, Christ puts the plummet line of abso- 
lute righteousness upon everything. Therefore, eve- 
ry day throughout the thousand years will be a day 
of absolute judgment of Jesus Christ upon the pow- 
ers and upon the peoples of the earth. 

Another thing that will occur: The land shall be 
free from the curse of Satan, and the waste places 
of the earth shall become the fertile gardens of the 
land. The places that are today cursed, and are 
unproductive and unfruitful, will be made produc- 
tive and fruitful. There will be no more war. It 
will be impossible for a war to be started during the 
thousand-year reign of Christ. The prophecy that 
the sword shall be bent into a plowshare will come 
true during that period. There will not be a sword 
in all the world then. There are people today who 
talk about the wars to come. Throughout all the 
history of the world there has been, at intervals, a 
great conflict between nations. Should Christ de- 
lay His coming, and this world stand for another 
hundred years, at that time the war just past will 
look very trivial compared to the conflict that will 
take place at the end of the present hundred years. 
You say this recent war was indescribable. Only 
God, at the present moment, can describe the war 
that will come one hundred years from now, should 
this world stand that long. Because, the nations of 
today are asking their inventors to invent machines 
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to destroy whole armies with one stroke. The brain 
of America is today in the laboratory trying to find a 
combustible that will put a whole army to death at 
the touch of a button. Now, give us a hundred years 
of such inventions. The recent war was not such a 
war as you and I were taught to describe when men 
met in personal conflict, and regiment marched 
against regiment with the chivalry and bravery of 
historic days. That was a war of trenches. The next 
war will be a war of machinery, indescribable in de- 
structiveness, and its damnable exposition of hell. 
But that is only cited to illustrate to you that there 
is nO power in man, no power in governments, and 
there is no power in the world to stop it until you 
take the sin out of human nature and the leader of sin 
and wickedness out of the atmosphere—all of which 
is based on Scriptural statements. But during that 
period there will be no war, because Satan will be 
chained, and there will be no leader of armaments. 
There will be no one to bring nation against nation. 

Another fact: Death will come only as the ex- 
ception, not the rule. Life will be permanent. Death 
will come only as the punitive act of Christ upon 
those who attempt to resist this rule. But, you say 
to me, “There is another passage in the Scriptures 
which says the nations that do not. accept Christ 
will assemble in the four corners of the earth, as 
far away from the seat of Christ’s imperial power 
as possible.” Yes, they will, and they will be in ab- 
solute restraint during that period. Should one of 
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them, however, attempt to array itself against 
Christ, the punitive judgment of Christ will strike, 
and that nation, or man, or that company of people 
will immediately become slaves. I can give you a 
little picture of that in the Scriptures to show you 
that at the end of this period, and during this 
period, those upon whom the judgment of Christ 
falls will be in the valley I have described, and 
those who love Christ and those who have not yet 
accepted Him will be permitted to look upon that 
horrible picture of the judgment of Christ admin- 
istered during the period of the Millennium. There- 
fore, death will be the exception during this period. 

But, you ask me, what about the population of 
the earth? Can the earth hold the population if 
death is the exceptional thing, if the punitive judg- 
ment of Christ is the thing that produces death 
during that period, and people marry and are given 
in marriage, and children are born, and men go on 
in the routine line? Yes, billions of people could 
populate this earth without serious infraction upon 
one another’s rights or injuring one another’s pos- 
sibilities in life. I state this fact in order to bring 
this great truth to your minds. 

Some people are constantly saying that the de- 
generacy of human nature is not a fact. They say 
the race is not a depraved race; that men are not 
dead in sin; that men are not lost. We have all 
heard those statements. I have seen the statement 
that men are to be saved by environment, by the 
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cultivation of character, and through various other 
ways. If that is true, then what about the period 
of the Millennium? Why are not those children 
absolutely perfect if they are born under the reign 
of absolute righteousness and in a world of uni- 
versal peace? Yet, the Scriptures state, at the end 
of this period Satan shall be loosed, and the nations 
that have gone to the four corners of the earth will 
immediately make their final stroke at God, and 
that the children born during this period will mani- 
fest a desire for the flesh-pots of sin and for the 
leadership of hell. How could that be true, unless 
they are born of degenerate parents, conceived in 
sin and born in iniquity? I mention this frequent- 
ly, because I want you to know the Scriptures, and 
because I am anxious for you to turn your backs 
upon the damnable, false leaders and preachers of 
this day. I am anxious for you to spew out of your 
mouths the ministers who do not know their Bi- 
bles, and who are leading you into the vortex of 
doubt and into the valley of human despair. Have 
you ever thought about it? If there is any lack of 
truth in the statement presented to you about your 
being born a depraved soul, the fact that the chil- 
dren who are born during the period of the Millen- 
nium will readily yield to the leadership of Satan, 
when he is loosed, proves the universal depravity of 
the human race and the degeneracy of the human 
heart. Does it not? If, standing on this platform 
tonight, I should hear, or be told that the enemy’s 
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ships were sailing into the harbor, and bombard- 
ment of this city would begin in five minutes, and 
I did not ask you to quietly leave this building and 
go home and get ready for this bombardment, I 
ought to be shot. 

I say to you that a man who pretends to repre- 
sent God and holds back from you the knowledge 
of the bombardment of hell, is more treacherous 
and more deserving of death than I would be were 
I to hold back the knowledge of the bombardment 
of your harbor. 

These are serious matters. There are no mo- 
ments in the present hour when men can trifle with 
the facts of history, with the prophecies of God, 
and with the facts of nature. I said to you only a 
few Sunday mornings ago that I was very much 
depressed. It is trying my nerves and quickening 
the beat of my heart. Oh, God, give me power to 
stand and talk to men who have closed their ears to 
the truth as it is recorded in God’s Word. 

- During this Millennium period the knowledge of 
Christ will cover the earth as the waters cover the 
deep. Christ will be present. There will be uni- 
versal knowledge of Christ during that period. It 
will not be prophecy. 

There is something else. I haven’t mentioned to 
you the statement about His brethren, have I? I 
have talked to you about the redeemed coming 
back with Him; about the angels; about the Church, 
His Bride, coming back with Him. I have told 
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you about the punitive judgment of Christ pro- 
ducing death being the exception during His reign; 
about the absence of war and the establishment of 
universal peace; about the movement of men in 
harmony and peace, and the curse being lifted from 
the land. ‘There will be perfect harmony between 
all the nations of the earth during that period. Did 
you ever think about it? Why will they? Because 
there will be no Satan to stir them up to antago- 
nism. 

In Genesis 3:15 it is said, that the seed of the 
woman shall bruise the serpent’s head. When Je- 
sus comes to reign on earth in absolute sovereign 
power and righteousness, there will be harmony be- 
tween the peoples and nations and entities of life. 

There is one thing that does not change. The 
serpent shall still crawl. The serpent shall be made 
to crawl and the dust shall be his food throughout 
the Millennium. Why? Because that is the proph- 
ecy of the loosing of Satan at the end of the Mil- 
lennium period. That is the sign of the prophecy 
that Satan shall come back into power and make a 
stroke at God, and again manifest himself, at the 
close of the Millennial period. 

Another thing will be manifested: The mystery 
of the Church, the thing that you and I do not un- 
derstand, will be fully revealed during that period. 
We are trying to explain it, but somehow we do not 
seem to get people to understand that the believing 
Irish and Scotch, Chinese and Japanese are all built 
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into the body of Jesus Christ. But, during the 
Millennial period, when absolute harmony reigns 
between the people, they will be given to under- 
stand the mystery of the Church. Is it not wonder- 
ful? 

Think of it—a thousand years of reign during 
which Satan is chained; a thousand years of peace, 
during which prejudice, hatred and racial animosi- 
ties are chained. Think of a thousand years when 
the damnable saloon will be put out of existence, 
when all the nefarious schemes of corrupt men, and 
corrupt agencies which abuse and utilize the bodies 
of men and women will be prohibited, during which 
there will be no white slavery, and no public of- 
ficials grafting and betraying their public trust to 
the contempt of hell itself. Think of a period of a 
thousand years when the Son of Man, shall reign, 
and when absolute restraint over the uncleanness of 
man shall be the controlling power. Think of that. 

Oh, my friends, are you going to be there? Don’t 
think that everyone is going to be converted during 
the Millennial period, for they will not. The Bi- 
ble does not say that. It says that Christ shall reign 
in absolute righteousness. During that period of a 
thousand years, like the present period, the glory 
of Christ and the glory of God then being mani- 
fested in the reign of Christ, will become so patent 
to the people that they will become hardened to the 
glory of God and refuse to receive Christ. I am 
looking into the faces of men tonight who are Gos- 
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pel hardened. You know what that means. You 
have gone to church for a number of years, and lis- 
tened to the plea to be saved by Christ, and it has 
become a stock phrase to you. If you wish to be 
mean about it and criticise the preacher, you say, 
“He uses the platitudes that I have heard for 
years.” This is because your mind’s conception of 
the truth has become hardened and calloused. So 
in the Millennial period the glory of God in Christ 
will become so patent to the world that some men 
will become case-hardened and will not accept His 
sovereign righteousness and come to Him. 

There is one other thing I want to say to carry 
you up to where I shall begin next Sunday night: 
The redeemed of all ages, the remnant of Israel, the 
redeemed before the coming of Christ, the redeemed 
saints since the coming of Christ, the remnant of 
Israel that comes to Christ during the period of 
tribulation, the martyrs that are slain during the 
period of tribulation, will all be together during this 
thousand years, and the fellowship is indescribable. 

Oh, to be with my Christ, and with the saints of 
Christ, to sing with them and to be free from the 
temptations, and nagging and hounding, and snarls 
of Satan. To be free from Satan’s fiery darts, which 
he constantly hurls at the saints of God—to be free 
from all that for a thousand years. I know now 
that in the hour of temptation I shall come out 
more than victorious through Christ, who died to 
save me. But, to think there will come a period on 
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the face of the earth before the earth is rejuvenated 
—may I say with fire,—before that period of fiery 
purification, I shall walk about and know that Satan 
is not nagging at my heels. I shall walk with my 
Christ in His kingdom. There shall be no fumes 
of hell to make my nostrils sore. I shall be with 
Christ, knowing that I am with Him in absolute re- 
straint over the powers of the earth. Is not that 
glorious? Will you be there? Oh, man of God, 
you know you will be there, but, what about the un- 
saved man in this room? What about him? 

Oh, man of sin, won’t you give yourself to Christ 
tonight? If I sat in that pew tonight, unsaved, 
knowing the Scriptures as I know them and as I 
have tried to explain them to you, I would come 
leaping to accept the invitation. Confess Him be- 
fore men and He will confess you before His Fa- 
ther in heaven. Enter the church and lead a Chris- 
tian life, and then, if you die before He comes, you 
will be raised first and will be caught up to meet 
Christ in the air, and you will come back with Him 
and reign with Him for a thousand years, going 
about the routine duties of your life uninterrupted 
by Satan and the demons of the air. Are you ready? 
Won’t you give yourself to Christ to-night? 

When I come to unfold to you the resurrection 
of the wicked dead and the judgment of the Great 
White Throne, you, no doubt, will tremble in your 
pews as you never trembled before. Why not trem- 
ble tonight? 
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Give your life to Christ and be saved. I want 
you to think about it. I want you to think what 
the answer to this question will be: “What will be 
my status during the Millennial period? Will I 
be in Hades with the wicked dead, or on earth 
reigning with Christ?” 


THE END OF THE MILLENNIUM AND 
THE GREAT WHITE THRONE JUDGMENTS 


Revelation 19:20—“And the beast was taken, and with him 
the false prophet that wrought miracles before him, with which 
he deceived them that had received the mark of the beast, and 
them that worshipped his image. These both were cast alive 
into a lake of fire burning with brimstone.” 

Ismah 2:2,3—“And it shall come to pass in the last days, 
that the mountain of the Lord’s House shall be established in 
the top of the mountains, and shall be exalted above the hills; 
and all nations shall flow unto it. 

“And many people shall go and say, Come ye, and let us go 
up to the mountain of the Lord, to the House of the God of 
Jacob; and He will teach us of His ways, and we will walk in 
His paths: for out of Zion shall go forth the law, and the Word 
of the Lord from Jerusalem.” 


HE word “judgment” receives many objec- 

tions. There are hundreds and thousands 
of people who object to the doctrine of the judg- 
ment. Hundreds and thousands in the church have 
listened to the teachings of Satan, his agents, and 
the forces he has set to work. Consequently, 
they object to the word “judgment.” The false 
teachers, preachers, prophets and leaders, from the 
dawn of the Church to the present moment, have 
objected to the word “judgment.” There are those 
who stand up today, with apparently no blush up- 
on their faces, and tell you that there is no such 
thing as the judgments of God; that there is no 
such place as hell; that there is no such thing as 
man’s personal accountability to God. Of course, 
the only answer one can give those people is, say, 
“They have stifled their consciences, and perjured 
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their souls” and rejected the Word of God. They 
know they are uttering that which is absolutely 
false. No intelligent person can examine the move- 
ments of nature, or trace on history’s page the move- 
ment of nations, or experience the quiver of his 
own conscience, without being convinced that there 
is an eternal law operating from the eternal throne 
of God, which has brought, is bringing, and will 
bring men face to face with judgment. No intelli- 
gent man can deny for a moment the great law 
of reward and punishment. It is in nature. It is 
in life. It is written on the statute books of our own 
government. It is written on the blue canopy of 
God. It is written in the human conscience, as well 
as in the human consciousness of man’s operations. 
We need not speculate, nor need we examine our 
own experience. We can go to something infallible, 
namely, the Word of God, which testifies to the 
fact that judgment was sent by Almighty God, is 
fixed, and man’s personal accountability to God is 
as eternally certain as is God Himself. Whenever 
you eliminate the doctrine of judgment from your 
thinking and from your moral code, you become a 
person of whom all men should be afraid, and whom 
no one should trust. I would not trust my pocket- 
book, or anything valuable with any man who de- 
nies the existence of judgment or the retribution of 
the wicked. He denies it because he is trying to 
satisfy his conscience and cover his conduct with a 
system of theology that would tolerate stealing, if 
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he found it convenient to steal. Any preacher, who 
calls himself a preacher, who stands in the pulpit 
and says there is no hell and no judgment, knows 
that he is lying. It is not a question of theology. 
It is a question of plain veracity. That is all there 
is about it. He knows he is perjuring himself, be- 
cause he need not go to the Bible to find it out, he 
can tell by his own heart and conscience. If he is 
a student, he can trace the page in history. If he 
knows anything about sociology, he can march 
from the slum to the cemetery and find the finger 
of judgment written all over life. 


There is another misconception: ‘There are those 
who say there is a great day of judgment. As if 
there were one day, and as if one day finished all 
the judgments of Almighty God. That is not true. 
It is not true in fact. It is not true in history. It 
is not true in Biblical interpretation. They speak 
as though there were one day in which the living 
and dead, both wicked and redeemed, would all ap- 
pear before the judgment-seat of Christ, and there 
receive whatever retribution is meted out to them, 
and whatever rewards are to be bestowed. That is 
an erroneous conception. There are four distinct 
periods called judgments: 


First. As to the sins of the saint. Christ met 
this judgment on the cross of Christ. In Christ Je- 
sus, on the cross, so far as his sin is concerned, 
was he judged, when Jesus Christ died. I speak 
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reverently when I say that God cannot, working on 
His own plan, call the redeemed child of God be- 
fore the throne to judge sin. Why? Because Jesus 
Christ was his substitute on the cross. Every law 
had been violated, God had been rebelled against, 
there was no love in the heart of lost man. Jesus 
Christ came and bore sin for you and for me, if we 
accept Him as our Saviour. Jesus Christ did not 
become sinful, but He became sin without becom- 
ing sinful, namely, He satisfied the law—paid the 
penalty. He satisfied the law, He was the sacrifice 
which He, Himself, offered once upon the tree to 
satisfy a holy God. There is no punishment in 
God’s hands to be administered to the saints who 
have been redeemed by the Blood of Jesus Christ. 
You, who have accepted Him as your personal Sa- 
viour, met your first judgment on the cross when 
the Son of God paid the debt and suffered the curse 
of the law, and delivered you from its bondage. 
You have already been judged so far as your sins 
are concerned. 

But when Jesus Christ came in the flesh, as the 
Son of God, to be made sin and to satisfy the law 
that you might be redeemed by His sacrificial death, 
He said that He would go back to the Father. He 
was crucified, He was buried, He ascended for your 
glorification, He sits at the right hand of God. 
The Church is on earth preaching the Gospel of 
His grace and coming glory. But, Jesus Christ 
promised to come again, and when He comes the 
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dead in Christ shall rise first, and all of us who re- 
main and are believers, and are redeemed, shall 
be changed in the twinkling of an eye and caught 
up to meet the Lord in the air. 


Second. In the air, with Christ, comes the sec- 
ond judgment, namely, the judgment of your works. 
As a redeemed man, so far as your sins are con- 
cerned, the first judgment was on the cross. Your 
works as a child of God shall be judged by Christ 
when you meet Him in the air. This period of 
nineteen hundred years, in which the Church has 
been working, must be reviewed by Christ in the 
air when raised to meet Him. Your status in Christ 
is not involved, but your works are involved. 
What have you done that will stand the test? What 
is there about your labors that will stand the test 
and meet the approval of the Son of God, when He 
comes to receive His own? 


My friends, the question that I am arguing con- 
cerns me very much as I look at the Christians 
who are playing at the business of evangelizing the 
world. It concerns me further when I see you frit- 
ter away your time when the day is so short—when 
I see you more interested in the frivolities and tem- 
poralities of life than in the permanent things of 
God. It makes me shudder when I think that per- 
haps you will rise to meet Christ with a house of 
stubble, figuratively speaking, which cannot stand 
the fire to which your works will be subjected. 
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What have you done for Christ that can with- 
stand the fires? What have you done for the evan- 
gelization of the world that can stand the scrutiniz- 
ing eye of Jesus? You are playing at being Chris- 
tians. That is the reason the Scriptures say, ‘““Watch 
work, pray, preach. Work while it is day.” Work 
while you can see. Work when you can accomplish, 
when you can finish, when you can do a good piece 
of work, for the night will soon settle, the darkness 
of which cannot be penetrated by the arclights the 
world has manufactured. In that eternal night you 
will not be permitted to do a single thing for God. 
Do you suppose your works will stand the judg- 
ment fires of God? 


Third. The third judgment is just after the bat- 
tle of Armageddon. Just at the end of the period 
of the tribulation, during the seven years when the 
Church is with Christ in glory: will come the great 
final battle called the battle of Armageddon. ‘The 
City of Jerusalem shall be razed, indescribable dis- 
tresses shall come upon the people, and the powers 
of Satan, the forces of the world, the battle hosts 
of all nations shall be gathered against God, and 
Jesus Christ shall come and strike with a mighty 
blow, and furnish a feast for the vultures of the 
world to feed upon for days and years to come. But, 
my friends, when Jesus comes at the beginning of 
the Millennial period, to reign a thousand years, 
then comes the third judgment, known as the judg- 
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ment of the nations. At the beginning of this pe- 
riod the nations will be judged. Remember, He is 
not talking about Israel. Israel is referred to in 
the Scriptures as “My Brethren,” but He never rec- 
ognized the other nations spoken of. The other na- 
tions will be judged. ‘There shall be a separation 
between the sheep and the goats. What does it 
mean? It means, the nations that have not perse- 
cuted, the nations that have not tried to disturb, 
and the nations that have not tried to damn Israel 
will be put over on the side as the sheep. The na- 
tions that have persecuted Israel, and cursed and 
damned the Jews will come to judgment. And 
then comes the judgment of the nations. My 
friends, I want to say to you, speaking in the 
light of history and of prophecy, the movements of 
time, and plain facts, you and I can see there is 
absolutely no chance for the damnable Turk to 
escape the judgment of nations and the fire of God 
for the work he has done against the Jew. 


Every time I look into the face of a Jew, or study 
the history of the Jew, I almost tremble, because 
God, in His own mysterious way, has something 
for which He is going to hold us accountable for 
our attitude toward the Jew. Don’t think for a 
moment that the Jew is in the world by accident, or 
that he is one of the indifferent creatures of the 
world, or that you can treat him carelessly, indif- 
ferently, slightingly and contemptuously, as you 
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would a dog, and escape punishment. The Jew is 
scattered over the face of the earth today because 
he rejected Christ. You cannot damn them. You 
cannot hurl anathemas at them without marching 
steadily at the fact that God disapproves such con- 
duct. 

The judgment of the nations comes just as the 
Millennial period begins. The Millennium is the 
one continuous period, one thousand years of abso- 
lute righteousness, in which Christ reigns on earth. 
That whole period is a period of judgment power 
exercised in absolute righteousness. 


I said in the sermon preceding this, that at the 
end of this period of judgment there must come a 
fourth period. After the thousand years comes the 
judgment of the Great White Throne. 


Those who deny the doctrine of the judgments 
are the creators of the antichrist spirit of this day, 
and they, as the spirit of antichrist, shall culminate 
in the man of sin, or the antichrist, for they are 
synonymous terms. The man of sin, the beasts, the 
false prophets, and false preachers and teachers, af- 
ter the Battle of Armageddon, shall be sent into the 
lake of fire, never to be released. Even Satan has 
not that severity of punishment put upon him at 
that period. So you have the manifestation of what 
God thinks of false prophets and false teachers. 


After the Millennium comes the Great White 
Throne. The resurrection of the dead who died in 
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their sins, takes place at the end of the thousand 
years. 

Let me give you a little personal illustration: 
Suppose you are a Christian, redeemed by the Blood 
of Jesus. Suppose He should come tonight. That 
old mother of yours who died in the faith will be 
raised. You will be changed in the twinkle of an 
eye and caught up to meet the Lord in the air. But, 
that boy of yours whom you failed to lead to 
Christ, whom you permitted to go out into the 
world, and who died cursing God, shall not be 
raised until after the thousand-year reign of the 
righteous takes place. Then the book is opened, 
and the resurrection of those who are lost takes 
place, and they shall stand before the Great White 
Throne of God absolutely speechless (meaning by 
that, that they have not one single condemnation 
or complaint to issue against God). No man who 
is lost has any complaint against God, because he is 
lost by his own volition. Do you know that no man 
ever goes to hell for doing wrong? The fact that he 
has lied and stolen and murdered, and done every- 
thing he could to violate the ten commandments, 
will not send him to hell. The fact that a sinner 
goes to hell is because he neglects to accept Jesus 
Christ as his personal Saviour. The reason he lies, 
steals and murders is because he is an unregenerat- 
ed, degenerate, depraved sinner. A lie does not 
make you a sinner, but you lie because you are an 
unregenerate man. You are lost because you refuse 
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or neglect to accept Jesus Christ. Therefore, that 
boy of yours, to whom you ‘failed to teach the Gos- 
pel, who neglected to accept Christ, and who died 
in his sins, has passed out into darkness and is lost. 

Oh, the Great White Throne! Will you stand 
before it? When I think of my precious Saviour, 
who came to this world and died for me, when I 
see Him hanging on the cross, I see the justice and 
judgment of God, as He separated Himself from 
Christ while Christ bore the sins of the world upon 
that cross. I deserve the judgment of Almighty 
God, but Jesus Christ took my place. I accepted 
Him and He is my Saviour. I am redeemed by 
His Blood. He is mine, and I can stand before God, 
in Christ Jesus, justified (meaning by that, that 
there is no trial and no punishment for me). It was 
all met in Christ; it was all finished in Christ. 
Jesus Christ gave me an opportunity to work for 
Him, and I have gone all over the world singing or 
transacting business, or doing whatever He has 
given me to do, and when He comes (I would it 
were tonight), and when I rise to meet Him in the 
air, my works must be passed upon by Him. Oh, 
what have I done? What have I done that He will 
approve? What have I done that He will accept? 
What have I done that will give me a place of use- 
fulness in the Kingdom of God? I stand before 
Him in that place where I may meet Him, and find 
that my works are only works of straw, only stub- 
ble, only leaves, and He will say to me, “My child, 
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I gave you an opportunity and you didn’t take ad- 
vantage of it. I gave you a talent and you didn’t 
multiply it. I gave you a chance to do something 
for Me and you didn’t accept it. Oh, My child, I 
died for you that you might be of service to Me 
and to the world. What have you done?” I say to 
you, my friends, when I stand before Christ, and 
my works undergo such a scrutinizing examination, 
I shall be greatly mortified, won’t you? 

Now, I want to speak of my nation when Christ 
comes back to earth to reign for a thousand years. 
When the nations are judged, I wonder where 
America will stand. I wonder where Europe’s na- 
tions will stand. I wonder, oh God, what about the 
fires and judgments and pestilences that will come 
upon the nations. And then, after the thousand 
years are over and we stand with Christ at the 
Great White Throne judgment, speechless, will any 
of us be sent away into everlasting darkness be- 
cause of our neglect to accept Jesus Christ? 

Have I preached to you faithfully? Have I done 
my duty in preaching you Christ? Have I tried 
to lead you to Christ? No wonder you will be 
speechless when you stand before that Great White 
Throne, because you cannot complain against God. 
He loved you. He sent Christ to die for you. You 
cannot complain against Christ; He died for you. 
You cannot complain against the Church; the 
Church has preached to you. I hope it is true that 
you cannot complain of me. I have tried to preach 
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the Gospel to you faithfully. But, you unsaved 
man, when you stand before that Great White 
Throne He will say to you, “Depart into everlasting 
darkness, I never knew you.” 

And the earth and the heavens will fade away, 
and the light of all the heavens will fade out, and 
out, and out, far beyond the flickering rays of the 
dying world, far beyond God, the hope, the sym- 
pathy, the mercy. Far beyond, and on, and on, for- 
ever and ever, shall you live with the devil and his 
angels, because you have rejected the Son of God, 
your Saviour. 

What about the White Throne of Judgment? 
Are you going to be there? Will you be ready to 
meet Christ when He comes? Won’t you take Him 
tonight, won’t you confess Him and live for Him? 
Make your confession of faith tonight, and go out 
into the world and lead a holy life, and be ready 
for Him when He comes. 


THE NEW HEAVENS AND 
THE NEW EARTH 


E will take the twenty-first chapter of Rev- 
elation, which I have just read for the les- 
son, as the foundation for this sermon. 
I refer you to 


II Peter 3:13—“Nevertheless we, according to His promise, 
look for new heavens and a new earth, wherein Cwelleth right- 
eousness.” 

Revelation 21:1—“And I saw a new heaven and a new earth: 
for the first heaven and the first earth were passed away; and 
there was no more sea.” 

I Corinthians 15:28—“And when all things shall be subdued 
unto Him, then shall the Son also Himself be subject unto 
Him that put all things under Him, that God may be all in all.” 


Permit me to pass in a few sentences from the 
beginning up to the period where you should begin 
to study the subject “The New Heavens and the 
New Earth.” 

God is, God, the Father, God, the Son, and God, 
the Holy Spirit, self-existent, eternal, everlasting. 
Our Triune, sovereign God, brought into existence 
the Universe by His own fiat. By that same abso- 
lute power He flung into existence all worlds. By 
that same sovereign might He laid the foundations 
of the world. The Holy Spirit moved upon the 
face of the déep, and brought out of chaos, cosmos. 
He fashioned, formed, and brought to perfection 
this beautiful world in which we live. There was 
not anything in it to mar it, to interfere with its 
beauty, its glory, or its perfection. 
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After He had finished the creations that were to 
inhabit the earth and the seas, He brought into ex- 
istence the sovereign of this world—man. He put 
the world and all creation under man, and gave 
him power to develop them and use them for the 
glory of God. 

Sometime, long before this period I am now dis- 
cussing, the archangel, Lucifer, rebelled against the 
sovereignty of God, and lost his estate. He was 
thrown out of heaven into the Universe, some- 
where. When man came into existence and inhab- 
ited the beautiful Garden God made for him, he was 
free from sin, having the right of choice and being 
a free agent in every sense of the term, with will 
upon its throne as the sovereign keeper of this ego 
called man. Lucifer, in the ‘form of Satan, entered 
through the serpent into the Garden and presented 
his temptations to Eve and to her companion. She 
yielded to his influence and accepted his false teach- 
ings and advice. They ate. Instead of discovering 
the tree of life, they discovered the tree of knowl- 
edge. And, from the beautiful Paradise, in which 
there was not a thorn nor a thing to destroy the 
beauty and happiness, they went out into the world, 
and there was placed at the gate a sword which 
turned to the left and to the right to keep them 
from re-entering; and out into the world they passed, 
with only one merciful thing so far as human law 
and human power was concerned. They were given 
the privilege of work, but, they were to carry the 
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burden of sin. A'fter a while, God offered them the 
revelation of His love in a promise, unfolding the 
fact that there was to come into this world one 
who would manifest God, and who would bring, in 
a tangible form, the love of God, and provide a rem- 
edy by which they might escape the guilt and the 
consequences of sin. But that was not heeded, and 
there came upon the world a catastrophe. After 
that, and after the rehabilitation of the Earth, sin 
still continued; and on down to the moment when 
Christ made His appearance in the world sin was 
rampant; but, one morning, when the shepherds 
were watching the starry canopy above, there came, 
from the voice of God, a song of God’s good will 
and of His mercy, and of His peace, and of His 
love which He was offering to the sin-cursed, de- 
pressed and lost world: God became incarnate, 
and, Jesus Christ was born. The incarnate God, 
Jesus Christ, the Son of God, born of a woman, 
pure, sinless. He passed from the cradle up to the 
summit on which was to be enacted the greatest 
scene the world has ever witnessed, and the great- 
est scene until then, the angels had ever witnessed. 
And when Jesus Christ hung upon the cross, the in- 
carnate God, Jesus Christ, sacrificed Himself that 
the sin-cursed world might escape the penalty of 
sin and have a home with God; but, when they 
took Him from the cross and buried Him, the hope 
of His followers seemed to be blasted. He had 
promised that on the third day He would rise from 
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the dead; and on the morning of the third day 
He threw back the seal of the grave and came from 
the dead, the risen, glorified Christ. And, as Cal- 
vary was the logical end of incarnation, the res- 
urrection of Christ was God’s defense of Calvary. 
So for forty days He talked and walked, and un- 
folded Himself to His disciples. And one beautiful 
morning, when everything was perfect and while 
He was talking to His beloved disciples, He rose, 
and, as they stood watching Him, He passed out 
of their sight into the home He built for us—the 
home, the foundations of which were laid by Christ. 
Before He ascended He said “I am going. I will 
prepare a place for you. I am coming again to re- 
ceive you unto Myself, that where I am, there ye 
may be also. I will send the Paraclete.” On the 
day of Pentecost, the Paraclete, the third person of 
the Trinity, was sent as the representative of the 
Trinity and the executive of the Church. When 
Jesus Christ was here He offered to Israel the king- 
dom and the King. Israel rejected both the King 
and the kingdom, but God gave to the world the 
Church. On the morning of Pentecost, the Church, 
as God’s ordained, organized agency, came into ex- 
istence, and this is the Church’s period. In my opin- 
ion, we are passing through the last period prior 
to the fulfillment of the promise that Christ will 
come again, and, when the angel sounds the trum- 
pet, the dead in Christ shall rise first, and those 
of us who remain shall be quickened and caught up 
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with them together to meet the Lord in the air. 
Jesus Christ is coming in the air, and when He 
starts from heaven the angel will give the blast of 
the trumpet, and the dead in Christ will rise first, 
and we will meet Him far above the earth, not vis- 
ible to the earth, and we will remain in that posi- 
tion until the final details of the marriage of the 
Lamb take place. That marriage ceremony will be 
completed in that position above the earth. Then 
Christ will come with the saints to the earth. Just 
before He comes will come the final battle, and He 
will deliver His final stroke when He comes, and 
the false prophet and the beast will be put into the 
lake of fire, and Satan will be chained, and Christ 
will reign in this world with the saints and the re- 
deemed for a thousand years. That will be Para- 
dise regained. In absolute righteousness Jesus 
Christ will reign for a thousand years, and, you and 
I, if we are His, will reign with Him. 

At the end of this Millennial period, the thousand 
years, the wicked dead will be raised to be judged, 
and the judgment of the Great White Throne will 
take place, and the earth and the heavens, as you 
now see them, will flee away. How long this period 
will last I do not know. ‘The air itself will be 
purified by fire, and the earth will be purified as by 
fire. Not the least semblance of sin will be left. 

Just before this, Satan will have been loosed, for 
a little while, and he will make his final stroke. 
Then he, with the demons and the false leaders, 
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will be sent into the lake of fire, and there he and 
his will remain forever. This is the fate of Satan 
and his demons, and of all his angels and the false 
prophet. 

Then appears the new heavens and the new 
earth. One thing you must know about the new 
heavens is, that John saw the holy city, the New 
Jerusalem, coming down from God out of heaven. 
The description of the new city is not the Jerusa- 
lem on earth, though the figurative language might 
be construed by some who do not know their Bi- 
bles, to be that Jerusalem. John saw coming from 
God the New Jerusalem, adorned, absolutely per- 
fect, as a bride might come to meet a perfect groom. 
And, that new city, the New Jerusalem, will be 
above the new earth—perhaps just over it. 

I have mentioned that the earth as you see it will 
flee away. That is right. There will not be a star 
left in its place, and the light that will flood the 
new earth will be the light from the new city. There 
will be no stars. There will be no suns. There will 
be no cities. The light of the new city will illumine 
the world in its revived and regenerated and puri- 
fied state. 

There are several things that will describe the 
new city in which you and I, if we are His, will 
dwell. First of all, it is described in the twenty- 
first chapter of Revelation, as being surrounded by 
a great high wall. What is the meaning of this? 
It is erected to keep out as well as to keep in. It 
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is to be exclusive as well as inclusive. He describes, 
in Revelation 21:28, those who will be in, and those 
who will be elsewhere, and, in the concluding vers- 
es, he described those who will be in, namely, those 
whose names are written in the Lamb’s Book of 
Life. Inside of this luminous, perfect, beautiful 
city will be those whose names are written in this 
Book of Life. 

Another thing, he says that there are gates on 
every side. Before I begin to describe the gates, I 
should state to you that the measurements of the 
city are very suggestive. These gates on every side 
mean, what? They mean to unfold to you the con- 
nection between the New City and the earth, or the 
present earth. And, there is a connection. You 
cannot climb over the wall; it is too high. You 
cannot enter, except through the gate, and the gate 
is open only to those whose names are written in 
the Lamb’s Book of Life. 

I remember, one evening in the old church, try- 
ing to speak of the part of this sentence concern- 
ing the gates—the three on the north, the three on 
the west, the three on the south and the three on 
the east. An old man, I think seventy years old, 
sat in front of me. He had never given his life to 
Christ, and, when I said “The gates of the west are 
open.” “It is true that you have spent yourself for 
the world and for the gratification of your appetite. 
The golden sunset of life is entwining its rays in 
the silver locks of a life spent ignobly, or nobly, I 
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do not know which, but, old man, the gates of the 
west are open,” the Holy Spirit gave that precious 
heart of his an insight into the mystery of God, 
and, through the western gate, he was swept into 
glory a few months afterwards. 

On every side is the city which hovers about the 
earth, and whose indestructible light illumines the 
earth. It has gates on every side. In my opinion, 
the most beautiful gates are those on the east. Lit- 
tle babes in the dawn sweep through the eastern 
gates. Old age sweeps through the western gates. 
This is a suggestive spiritual meaning of the gates. 
The gates are open, showing the connection be- 
tween the new city and the earth, showing which 
way you must enter. 

You will notice that seven times, twelve is spok- 
en of as descriptive of this city. Why? Twelve is 
the emblem of perfect government. The govern- 
ment of the new city is absolutely perfect. There is 
not anything in it that needs amendment. There is 
no law, no amendment, no commandment. Christ 
is all, and He is sufficient! There is no Gospel there. 
He, the embodiment of the Gospel, is there, and that 
is enough. There is no temple, for it is all one mag- 
nificent temple and they worship God, they obey 
God, they serve God, and they grow into the full- 
ness of the likeness of Jesus Christ. 

At the gates are the angels, which teaches the 
ministering power of God unto the last, and even 
into the new city. 
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There are other things mentioned. He says that 
in the new city there is no more sea. John could 
not have written a sentence more gratifying to the 
Jews than the sentence that the sea was no more. 
What did the Jew understand by the sea? He un- 
derstood by it a turbulent life, a stormy life, a life 
with its waves and its tossings. Oh! tempest- 
tossed Israel, what more comfort could John have 
given you than to say to you that in the new city 
he saw no semblance of the turbulent, restless sea. 
Poor, restless Israel, there is not a place in all this 
world where you can pillow your head and rest. 
While I am talking to you, it is highly probable that 
Israel—that portion that have returned and built in 
and around Jerusalem—are being driven out of 
this place where they hoped to live and die. Poor, 
old restless Israel! Poor, old restless world! How 
tired we are, how restless! No one is satisfied. 
That pauper sitting back there does not know 
where to lay his head tonight. He is restless, and 
uneasy and dissatisfied. The millionaire sitting just 
across the aisle, who might rest his head on a pillow 
of down, who might wrap himself in tapestries 
of gold, is restless. He will not sleep. Nowhere in 
this world can you find a satisfied soul. But John 
said, “And I saw the holy city, New Jerusalem, 
coming down from God out of heaven, prepared as 
a bride adorned for her husband.” There is not any- 
thing restless, there is not anything uneasy, there 
is not anything unhappy, there is not anything dis- 
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appointing. No one in all the realm of that glorious 
city is in the least unhappy or dissatisfied. He 
started out by saying that God would wipe away 
all tears, there would be no more crying up there. 
I think that the best thing about the human body, 
—and I have studied the human body very closely 
and love every muscle, nerve and part,—is the tear 
channel. I thank God for the tear channel. God 
did not develop and bring it into usefulness until 
after the fall of Adam and Eve. Then He brought 
it into full development, and mankind has been 
shedding tears ever since. How sorry I am for the 
grief-stricken man or woman who cannot weep. | 
was at the bedside of the dying husband of one of 
your most consecrated Christian women some 
months ago, while his soul was winging its flight 
throught the gates into that beautiful home above. 
That woman could not cry. How she suffered. And 
so, the best thing about the human body is this 
little tear duct. It sometimes gets clogged up, and 
if it does one must have it opened. And if it is 
stopped up with sin, and if you become so calloused 
that you cannot weep, may God mellow that heart 
of yours and irrigate this tear duct with His mercy. 
Thank God for the tear channel. 

Sometimes on the mountain peaks, when alone 
talking with God, the showers are great, and some- 
times in the darkness of the night after a day of 
disappointment, like poor old, tempest-tossed Da- 
vid, the anguish is drowned in grief of tears. But 
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there will be no more crying up there. What 
makes me cry? First, because I am a sinner; but 
there is no sin up there. Second, because I cannot 
conquer it and make myself absolutely superior to 
the temptations of life, and because my friends and 
loved ones, and those to whom I am preaching are 
not all saved. I weep bitter tears for you; but 
there will be no sinners up there, and there will be 
no one to weep over, and no one to cry about. 
There will be no separations up there. 

As I gave a young man a letter a short time ago, 
I said, “I am sorry you are going away. If I had 
my own way, I would keep my parishioners always, 
I would never let one slip away from me. I hate to 
see you go. I love you.” And sometimes, when 
you leave these pews to go into the beautiful city 
above, I am separated from you so long. How lone- 
some it must be when you give up your own pre- 
cious loved one. When I bade my mother goodbye _ 
and she went home, I can see even tonight the ray 
of light, though it has been so long since. I care 
not how sweet others are, no one ever forgets a 
mother’s touch or a mother’s love. And when my 
old father, eighty-eight years of age, slipped from 
that pew and went to be with Him, it was so 
lonesome. You would like to pillow your head on 
the shoulder of a great man like my father. You 
would like to go to him as though you were a child 
again and put your head under his chin and say, 
“Father, is it right?” 
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There will be no separations up there. Fathers 
and mothers, brothers and sisters and loved ones 
will be there together forever. Of course the tear 
channel will not be used. Of course the tear duct 
will not need to be irrigated. Of course there will 
be no sorrow, there will be no pain, there will be no 
cemetery. There will be no sickness, there will be 
no death, there will be no sorrow from sin, nor 
any separation. There will not be anything up 
there to mar or make up unhappy in that beautiful 
home, in that beautiful city. I do not know wheth- 
er God is going to repopulate this earth, but, I say 
to you, if He does, the light this world will have in 
the future will be the light of that new city. The 
redeemed nations shall see that beautiful city, that 
happy city. 

Another thing he says is, that up there we shall 
worship and serve. My friends, it is not all sing- 
ing in the beautiful city above. It is not all play. 
There is a certain amount of it. I do not know 
how much, but I say to you, that there is some- 
thing for you to do in that beautiful city in the 
everlasting state. I use the word “state” that I 
may correct a wrong impression that you have. I 
have heard people say that heaven is a state. My 
friends, heaven is a place; heaven is more real than 
this place,—a place, a fact, a perfect government, 
where God, the Father is absolute, and Jesus Christ, 
the Lamb of God, is there in equal authority with 
the Father and the Holy Spirit. The redeemed are 
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in that beautiful city, to dwell with Him IN THAT 
PLACE, forever and ever. There will never be an 
end, there will never be a change; there will never 
be an interference. No one will ever enter to mar 
its beauty. Are you ready for it? If Christ were 
to come tomorrow would you be ready to meet Him 
in the air? Thereafter you would come back with 
Him, and reign with Him, and then this earth and 
these heavens would pass away. You would pass 
into the new heaven.
